WASHINGTON, July 24.—The 
Progressive Mine Workers of. 
America, bitter rival of John L. 
Lewis's United Mine Workers, has 
filed a vigorous protest with the 
American Federation of Labor 
against permitting the UMW: to 
return to the AFL fald as Lewis 
has requested. 

This was verified today by an 
AFL spokesman, who said that the 
protest would be considered by the 
executive council which must pass 
on the UMW application for rein- 
statement at a meeting to be held 
in Chicago beginning Aug. 9. 

The protest was filed by Lloyd 
Thrush, PMW president, who spent 
considerable time in Washington 
a week ago, talking with William 
Green and other AFL officers who 
will make the final decision. The 
PMW is now affiliated with the 
AFL under a charter which gives 
it exclusive representation in the 
coal mining field. 

The Progressives claim an active 
membership of 24,000, including 
13,000 members in Illinois. The 
dues they pay to the AFL are only 
about a tenth of what the vastly 
rich UMW would pay if it were to 
be granted affiliation. The latter 
would pay, it has been estimated, 
$90,000 in dues to AFL, 

Reports of “Deal.” 

Thrush has been disturbed by 
persistent reports of a “deal” be- 
tween Progressives and Lewis 
which would make it possible for 
Lewis to proclaim labor unity in 
the coal] industry at the time he re- 
entered the AFL. The Progres- 
sives’ president has indignantly de- 
nied that any such “deal” is con- 
templated. 

The fact remains, however, that 
Thrush himself has in the past 
charged the UMW with having paid 
emissaries within Progressive 
ranks. 

It is possible that a semblance 
of unity could be worked up, with 
the aid of substantial amounts of 
UMW money, which might make 
it possible for Lewis to claim har- 
mony in the coal industry and 
even for the AFL to acquiesce. 

But those familiar with the bit- 
ter warfare between the UMW and 
the Progressives are convinced 
that the rank and file of the Pro- 
gressives would never go along.

Lt. Comdr. McClelland Barclay, 
widely known artist and former 
St. Louisan, has been reported 
missing by the Navy Department, 
relatives were informed yesterday. 


Mrs. Robert Barclay, 4515 Mary- 
land avenue, his stepmother, said 
she received a telegram from 
Hamilton Barclay, brother of the 
artist, stating he had been notified 
as next of kin that his brother 
was missing. 

The date and place were not 
given, but Lt. Comdr. Barclay had 
been in Australia and New Guinea 
recently making paintings and 
sketches for a permanent histori- 
cal record’ of the war, 

He was a member of the first 
unit of the “war art corps” to ar- 
rive in Australia, and had made 
portraits of Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, V. Adm. Arthur Carpenter 
and other Army, Navy and Marine 
heroes. 

A dispatch from Australia May 
28 stated that Comdr. Barclay, 52 
years old, entered the Navy in 1940 
when he volunteered to help in the 
personnel procurement program, 
and recently had been seeking ac- 
tion subjects for his brush. ' 
He lived .in Chicago during the 
World War and received prizes for 
several recruiting posters. One of 
these was “Fill the Breech,” which 
was painted for the Navy. Later 
he lived in New York and for a 
time specialized in magazine 
covers. 

Comdr. Barclay, a son of the 
late Dr. Robert Barclay, lived in 
St. Louis until he was 16 and 
received his early training at the 
St. Louis School of Fine Arts of 
Washington University. His 
brother, Hamilton, and another 
brother, Shepard, live in New 
York. 


CANDY SALES SET RECORD; 
NEAR HALF BILLION DOLLARS 


WASHINGTON, July 25 (AP).— 
Candy sales approached the half 
billion dollar mark during 1942 to 
set an all-time record, the Com- 
merce Department reported to- 
night. 

Production fell slightly under 
the impact of rationing and ma- 
terial shortages, but dollar volume 
of sales—estimated at 490 million 
—was 23.5 per cent higher than 
in 1941. 

Last years output was placed at 
2,519,000,000 pounds compared with 
2,536,000,000 pounds in the preced- 
ing year.

SLATTERY OUSTER 
IS POSSIBLE This 
WEEK IN REA ROW 


Disruption of Agency 
Threatened After Ad- 
ministrator Refuses to 
Resign. 


F.D.R. TO FIRE HIM 


Association of Co-Opera- 
tives Fights Director — 
Senate Group Investi- 
gating. 


The long-brewing fight threaten- 
ing disruption of the Rural Elec- 
trification Administration is rapid- 
ly reaching the boiling point, fol- 
lowing the flat refusal of Adminis- 
trator Harry Slattery to hand in 
his resignation, the Post-Dispatch 
has learned. 

For months a typical adminis- 
tration, quarrel has raged around 
the REA, with political pulling and 
tugging, and overlapping and con- 
flict of authority. Indications are 
this may come to a head this week 
with the outright firing of Slattery. 
Another sign that the crisis is ap- 
proaching is the extraordinary ac- 
tivity of the Senate subcommittee 


which is investigating the REA 
squabble. 

As one of the most widely ac- 
claimed achievements of the New 
Deal, the REA has aided in the 
establishment of 800 rural electri¢ 
co-operatives which now are sup- 
plying low-cost electricity to more 
than one million farms. Its gen- 
eral administrative offices are in 
St. Louis. 

Wickard Urges Ouster. 

Following Slattery’s refusal to re- 
sign, a peport was ma 
White’fouse by Secretary Ag- 
riculture Claude Wickard recom- 
mending that the administrator be 
dismissed. This recommendation 
was based on a secret investigation 
of REA by agents of.the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

If Slattery had accepted the in- 
vitation to resign he would have 
stepped out under the fire of an or- 
ganization called the National Ru- 
ral Electric Co-operative Associa- 
tion. In some quarters, at least, 
his resignatiomr under the circum- 
stances would have been taken as 
an admission of the truth of 
charges made against him by this 
association. 

Secretary Wickard, whose de- 
partment was given jurisdiction} 
over REA by President Roosevelt, 
recently took action to trim Ad- 
ministrator Slattery’s authority. He 
appointed a Deputy Administrator, 
William J. Neal, to whom he gave 
“eo-ordinating and administrative” 
authority. 

Slattery Serving 10-Year Term. 

The Act of Congress creating 
REA states that all] its powers 
“shall be exercised by an adminis- 
trator, who shall be appointed by 
the President, by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate, for 
a term of 10 years.” Slattery has 
served four years of his 10-year 
term. The act also provides that 
REA “shall be administered entire- 
ly on a nonpartisan basis, and in 
the appointment of officials, the 
selection of employes, and in the 
promotion of any such officials or 
employes, no political test or quali- 
fication shall be permitted or given 
consideration.”

Two Italians Stick by Gun to Save 
Honor, Delay Entire Yank Division 


PALERMO, Sicily, July 22 (De- 
layed) (AP).—At least two Italian 
soldiers stayed by their guns today 
—and they held up an entire 
American armored diyision for half 


an hour, 

While thousands of their fellow 
troops laid down their arms before 
the advance of the powerful Yank 
force, these two decided to stick it; 
out for their own honor, and the 
honor of their army. Now they are 
dead. ’ 

The gun they manned was a 90- 
millimeter piece emplaced on a 
bend in the road through a rugged 
gorge bordered by high, rocky 
cliffs 15 miles from Palermo on the 
Castelvetrano road. 

In the gunpit camouflaged with 
straw were a young mustached 
Lieutenant and one private. All the 
others had fled. 

When a scout half-track leading 
the American column swung around 
a curve in the road half a mile be- 
low them they opened fire, 

A 75-millimeter self-propelled as- 
sault gun was rushed up. It poked 
in and out around the corner bend 
and engaged in a brief duel with 


of its shells smashed through the 
enemy gun’s steel shield and the 
duel was over. 

The columns moved on. When 
they reached the Italian gun the 
soldiers found the bodies of its 
two defenders lying near the gun- 
pit. 

A few minutes later a patrol 
captured another Italian and a 
middle-aged German Sergeant with 
horn-rimmed glasses who had 
served as an engineer until the 
Nazis put him in the combat lines 
a few days ago because of the 
man-power shortage. 

“We tried to tell the Italian Lieu- 
tenant it was hopeless to try and 
hold you up, but he insisted that 
his honor demanded that he resist 
you,” said the German. 

In the Lieutenant’s personal ef- 
fects, our soldiers found a letter 
he had just finished writing to his 
family. Taking it along to post 
with Italian authorities in Paler- 
mo, Cpl. John Boretsky, New York 
City, wrote the postcript: 

“Died at his gun,” and signed it: 
‘An American Soldier.”

“Large formations of heavy 
bombers of the United States 
Eight Army Air Force attacked 
targets in Norway in daylight to- 
day.” 

The fact that “large formations” 
were involved, however, indicated 
that the raid had been made in 
strength comparable to some of the 
heavier attacks on the continent. 

Meanwhile, the British Air Min- 
istry announced that Mustangs, 
Hurricanes and Typhoons contin- 
ued to harass enemy transport in 
France and Belgium today and 
damaged at least 10 locomotives. 
Long bursts of antiaircraft fire 
were heard on the French side of 
the Strait of Dover this evening 
after Royal Air Force bombers 
were seen sweeping across the 
channel. 


40 PCT. OF FARM MACHINERY 
OUTPUT FREED OF RATIONING 


U. 8S. to Control Distribution of 
Other 60 Pct. Under New 
Program. 
WASHINGTON, July 24 (AP).— 
The War Food Administration an- 
nounced today that manufacturers 
might distribute up to 40 per cent 
of their output of farm machin- 
ery and equipment free of ration- 
ing restrictions until next July 1. 
The order affects planting, culti- 
vating and harvesting machinery, 
and labor saving devices and 
equipment—ali rationed during 

the last year. 

The Government will control dis- 
tribution of the remaining 60 per 
cent under a new program to be 
announced later. 

Before starting distribution of 
the ration-free. part of their out- 
put, manufacturers will be re- 
quired, however, to fill any unsup- 
plied ration quotas set up by the 
food agency under the past year’s 
program.

MADRID; July 24 (AP).—Rome 
dispatches to Spanish newspapers 
today stressed the devastation cre- 
ated in the Mediterranean theater 
of war by powerful Allied bomber 
fleets and disclosed that Italians 
reaching Rome from Sicily were 
spreading gloomy stories about the 
“unequal struggle of that terrible 
war.” | —— 

All of the dispatches emphasized 
the overwhelming superiority of 
the Allies, leaving no doubt that 
every Sicilian evacuation point is 
getting a terrific pounding from 


Allied airmen who control the 
Mediterranean skies. 

Allied Air superiority over the 
Strait of Messina has turned the 
strait area into a shambles of 
twisted rails, sunken ships and 
burning docks and warehouses. 

Shattering, blockbuster bombs 
have pitted the northeast sector of 
Sicily from the coast to the roads 
behind tthe Nebrodi Mountain 
range and blasted mainland ports 
and air fields from the tip of the 
peninsula to Naples, 225 airline 
miles to the north. 

Italian officers reaching Rome, 
according to dispatches from that 
capital, gave graphic details of the 
punishment being dealt by air and 
naval forces of the United Nations. 

The Rome dispatches noted that 
the Allied forces in Sicily were 
throwing an “enormous mass of 
material” into the battle, a fact 
considered in Rome ag a clear in- 
dication that “their reserves are 
still greater.” 

German news agencies had vir- 
tually nothing to say about the 
Sicilian campaign today beyond the 
regular Berlin communique and 
devoted their attention to the ef- 
forts to halt the Russian drive in 
the Orel region, 

The Balkans continued to draw 
the attention of the Spanish press 
and such headlines as “Sofia De- 
nies Foreign Reports of Disorders” 
were bracketed with ‘Rigorous 
Measures Adopted Against Bul- 
garian Terrorists.” 


40,000 ITALIANS REPORTED 
HELD FOR REFUSAL TO FIGHT 


Russian News Agency Says Large 
Number Has Been Sent to 
Prison Camps in Croatia. 

MOSCOW, July 24 (AP).—Tass, 
Russian official news agency, said 
in a dispatch from Bern, Switzer- 
land, tonight that many Italian po- 
litical prisoners and a large num- 
ber of Italian army men had been 
sent to concentration camps in 
Croatia. 

The total number of prisoners 
at three special concentration 
camps for Italian soldiers who re- 
fused to fight or deserted has 
been increased recently to 40,000, 
the dispatch said, 

It added that several hundred 
Italian officers, arrested for vio- 
lating orders and “subversive ac- 
tivities in the army,” are kept in 
one of several prisons maintained 


for the purpose.

The broadcast, which was in 
the German language and beamed 
to Germany, said reports by the 
Stefani Agency (official Italian 


news agency) and DNB (German 
news agency) quoting the Pope 
were “untrue.” It was emphasized 
that the Pope really said _ the 
Basilica was “damaged in the 
greatest part.” 

The Vatican radio, which said 
the Pope was ready to believe 
that “American pilots did not in- 
tentionally damage the Basilica,” 
asserted that reports that the 
Pope had made a personal pro- 
test to President Roosevelt were 
entirely unfounded. German broad- 
casts had said such a protest had 
been made. 

(The Vatican radio, in a broad- 
cast in the English language re- 
corded by the Associated Press in 
London yesterday, quoted the text 
of a letter from the Pope to his 
Vicar-Genera] for the District of 
Rome in which he mentioned dam- 
age to the Basilica, “now in very 
great part destroyed.”)

LONDON, July 24 (AP).—The 
Russian vise in Orel squeezed 
tighter tonight with gains of three 
to five miles from the south as 
Premier Joseph Stalin announced 
that Germany’s abortive summer 
offensive was smashed completely 


with a loss of 70,000 of the 500,000 
men the Nazis had hurled against 
the Red Army beginning July 5. 

After Stalin had congratulated 
his generals for proving in the 
third year of war that German 
summer offensives are not auto- 
matically successful, a special 
Russian communique announced 
that Soviet troops in their expand- 
ing counteroffensive had captured 
a number of villages outside Orel 
including Zmievka, 14 miles south 
of the Nazi bastion. 

Other Red Army columns were 
reported smashing at the Germans 
less than nine miles northeast of 
Orel and eight miles on the east. 

The commnuique announced that 
in the Belgorod direction, south of 
the Orel sector, the new five-day 
offensive of the Russians there 
had “completely restored positions 
which they occupied before the 
offensive of the German Fascist 
troops began.” Stalin had made 
the same statement in his order of 
the day. 

Other Sectors.

—Captured Italian weapons reveal 
a sharp decline in quality and 
some of Premier Mussolini's divi- 
sions still are equipped with 25- 
year-old Austrian-made machine 
guns, Allied ordnance experts said 
today. 

Inspection of the small arms and 
light artillery seized in Tunisia 
and Sicily disclosed that Italian 
manufacturers were tsing cast 
iron braces and defective springs 
in places where the life and death 
of the troops depended on the pre- 
cision performance of weapons. 

“No Italian weapon is very ac- 
curate. Most of them are feeble 
imitations of better types in Ger- 
man or Allied armies,” one ord- 
nance officer said.

Captured Nazi equipment showed 
that German’mechanical ingenuity 
and skill are still flourishing in 
the production of weapons. 

A new 75-mm, German antitank 
gun reported being manufactured 
in large quantities is effective 
against both armor and troops. 
Ordnance officers believe it may 
largely supplant the 88, although 
the latter’s ability to throw a bar- 
rage 16,000 feet into the air against 
planes makes it a fine triple-pur- 
pose weapon. 

The Germans have been oppor- 
tunistic in adding the best of the 
armaments seized in Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, France, Belgium and Russia 
to their field forces, Czech Bren 
guns and Russian 76-mm, antitank 
guns were among the equipment 
used and lost by the Germans in 
Africa.

The long-brewing fight threaten- 
ing disruption of the Rural Elec- 
trification Administration is rapid- 
ly reaching the boiling point, fol- 
lowing the flat refusal of Adminis- 
trator Harry Slattery to hand in 
his resignation, the Post-Dispatch 
has learned. 

For months a typical adminis- 
tration quarrel has raged around 
the REA, with political pulling and 
tugging, and overlapping and con- 
flict of authority. Indications are 
this may come to a head this week 
with the outright firing of Slattery. 
Another sign that the crisis is ap- 
proaching is the extraordinary ac- 
tivity of the Senate subcommittee 


which is investigating the REA 
squabble. 

As one of the most widely ac- 
claimed achievements of the New 
Deal, the REA has aided in the 
establishment of 800 rural electric 
co-operatives which now are sup- 
plying low-cost electricity to more 
than one million farms, Its gen- 
eral administrative offices are in 
St. Louis. 

Wickard Urges Ouster. 

Following Slattery’s refusal to re⸗ 
sign, a report was made to the 
White House by Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Claude Wickard recom- 
mending that the administrator be 
dismissed. This recommendation 
was based on a secret investigation 
of REA by agents of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

If Slattery had accepted the in- 
vitation to resign he would have 
stepped out under the fire of an or- 
ganization called the National Ru- 
ral Electric Co-operative Associa- 
tion. In some quarters, at least, 
his résignation under the circum- 
stances would have been taken as 
an admission of the truth of 
charges made against him by this 
association. 

Secretary Wickard, whose de- 
rtment was given jurisdiction 
over REA by President Roosevelt, 
recently took action to trim Ad- 
ministrator Slattery’s authority. He 
appointed a Deputy Administrator, 
William J. Neal, to whom he gave 
“co-ordinating and administrative” 
authority. 

Slattery Serving 10-Year Term. 

The Act of Congress creating 
REA states that all its powers 
“shall be exercised by an adminis- 
trator, who shall be appointed by 
the President, by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate, for 
a term of 10 years.” Slattery has 
served four years of his 10-year 
term. The act also provides that 
REA “shall be administered entire- 
ly on a nonpartisan basis, and in 
the appointment of officfals, the 
selection of employes, and in the 
promotion of any such officials or 
employes, no political test or quali- 
fication shall be permitted or given 
consideration.”

PALERMO, Sicily, July 22 (De- 
layed) (AP).—At least two Italian 
soldiers stayed by their guns today 
—and they held up an entire 
American armored division for half 


an hour. 

While thousands of their fellow 
troops laid down their arms before 
the advance of the powerful Yank 
force, these two decided to stick it 
out for their own honor, and the 
honor of their army. Now they are 
dead, 

The gun they manned was a 90- 
millimeter piece emplaced on a 
bend in the road through a rugged 
gorge bordered by high, rocky 
cliffs 15 miles from Palermo on the 
Castelvetrano road.

The Fortress landed at Van- 
nacka and was only slightly dam- 
aged. The Swedish military took 
charge of the crew, 

The factory at Heroya was said 
to manufacture aluminum, nitrates 
and magnesium for German war 
uses, as well as important supplies 
of synthetic eryolite, an essential in 
the making of aluminum. 

1000 Miles Over Water. 

In announcing the 1200-mile 
flight, 1000 miles of which were 
over the sea, the headquarters com- 
munique said only: 

“Large formations of heavy 
bombers of the United States 
Eight Army Air Force attacked 
targets in Norway in daylight to- 
day.” 

The fact that “large formations” 
were involved, however, indicated 
that the raid had been made in 
strength comparable to some of the 
heavier attacks on the continent.

Rome Deep in Gloom Over 
‘Unequal Struggle,’ Ma-

MADRID,: July 24 (AP),—Rome 
dispatches to Spanish newspapers 
today stressed the devastation cre- 
ated in the Mediterranean theater 
of war by powerful Allied bomber 
fleets and disclosed that Italians 
reaching Rome from Sicily were 
spreading gloomy stories about the 
“unequal struggle of that terrible 
war.” 

All of the dispatches emphasized 
the overwhelming superiority of 
the Allies, leaving no doubt that 
every Sicilian evacuation point is 
getting a terrific pounding from 


Allied airmen who control the 
Mediterranean skies. 

Allied Air superiority over the 
Strait of Messina has turned the 
strait area into a shambles of 
twisted rails, sunken ships and 
burning docks and warehouses. 

Shattering, blockbuster bombs 
have pitted the northeast sector of 
Sicily from the coast to the roads 
behind the Nebrodi Mountain 
range and blasted mainland ports 
and air fields from the tip of the 
peninsula to Naples, 225 airline 
miles to the north. 

Italian officers reaching Rome, 
according to dispatches from that 
capital, gave graphic details of the 
punishment being dealt by air and 
naval forces of the United Nations.. 

The Rome dispatches noted that 
the Allied forces, in Sicily were 
throwing an “enormous mass of 
material” into the battle, a fact 
considered in Rome ag a clear in- 
dication that “their reserves are 
still greater.” 

German news agencies had vir- 
tually nothing to say about the 
Sicilian campaign today beyond the 
regular Berlin communique and 
devoted their attention to the ef- 
forts to halt the Russian drive in 
the Orel region, 

The Balkans continued to draw 
the attention of the Spanish press 
and such headlines as “Sofia De- 
nies Foreign Reports of Disorders” 
were bracketed with “Rigorous 
Measures Adopted Against Bul- 
garian Terrorists.” 


40,000 ITALIANS REPORTED 
HELD FOR REFUSAL TO FIGHT 


WASHINGTON, July 24 (AP).— 
The War Food Administration an- 
nounced today that manufacturers 
might distribute up to.40 per cent 
of their output of farm machin- 
ery and equipment free of ration- 
ing restrictions until next July 1. 
The order affects planting, culti- 
vating and harvesting machinery, 
and labor saving devices and 
equipment—all rationed during 
the last year. 

The Government will control dis- 
tribution of the remaining 60 per 
cent under a new program to be 
announced later. 

Before starting distribution of 
the ration-free part of their out- 
put, manufacturers will be re- 
quired, however, to fill any unsup- 
plied ration quotas set up by the 
food agency under the past year’s 
program. 


Russian News Agency Says Large 
Number Has Been Sent to 
Prison Camps in Croatia. 

MOSCOW, July 24 (AP).—Tass, 
Russian official news agency, said 
in a dispatch from Bern, Switzer- 
land, tonight that many Italian po- 
litical prisoners and a large num- 
ber of Italian army men had been 
sent to concentration camps in 
Croatia. 

The total number of prisoners 
at three special concentration 
camps for Italian soldiers who re- 
fused to fight or deserted has 
been increased recently to 40,000, 
the dispatch said, 

‘It added that several hundred 
Italian officers, arrested for vio- 
lating orders and “subversive ac- 
tivities in the army,” are kept in 
one of several prisons maintained

Rome by American bombing 
planes, 

The broadcast, .which was in 
the German language and beamed 
to Germany, said reports by the 
Stefani Agency (official Italian 


news agency) and DNB (German 
news agency) quoting the Pope 
were “untrue.” It was emphasized 
that the Pope really said the 
Basilica was “damaged in the 
greatest part.” 

The Vatican radio, which said 
the Pope was ready to believe 
that “American pilots did not in- 
tentionally damage the Basilica,” 
asserted that reports that the 
Pope had made a personal pro- 
test to President Roosevelt were 
entirely unfounded. German broad- 
casts had said such a protest had 
been made, 

(The Vatican radio, In a broad- 
cast in the English language re- 
corded by the Associated Press in 
London Wednesday, quoted the 
text of a letter from the Pope to 
his Vicar-General for the District 
of Rome in which he mentioned 
damage to the Basilica, “now in 
very great part destroyed.”)

After Stalin had congratulated

Inspection of the small arms and 
light artillery seized in Tunisia 
and Sicily disclosed that Italian 
manufacturers were using cast 
iron braces and defective springs 
in places where the life and death 
of the troops depended on the pre- 
cision performance of weapons. 

“No Italian weapon is very ac- 
curate. Most of them are feeble 
imitations of better types in Ger- 
man or Allied armies,” one ord- 
nance officer said. 

“The Germans have given the 
Italians a number of their old 
model 88s which have a higher sil- 
houette, a longer carriage and 
which are harder to dig in and 
camouflage than the improved ver- 
sion of their field piece,” he con- 
tinued. “Even so, these old Ger- 
man 88s are the best gun the Ital- 
fans have,” 


Captured Nazi equipment showed 
that German mechanical ingenuity 
and skill are still flourishing in 
the production of weapons, 


A new 75-mm, German antitank 
gun reported being manufactured 
in large quantities is effective 
against both armor and troops. 
Ordnance officers believe it may 
largely supplant the 88, although 
the latter’s ability to throw a bar- 
rage 16,000 feet into the air against 
planes makes it a fine triple-pur- 
pose weapon. 

The Germans have been oppor- 
tunistic in adding the best of the 
armaments seized in Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, France, Belgium and Russia 
to their field forces. Czech Bren 
guns and Russian 76-mm. antitank 
guns were among the equipment 
used and lost by the Germans in 
Africa. 

Russian guns still rolled along 
on Russian-made tires, but the 
range finders had been re-en- 
graved with directions in the Ger- 
man language,

BALKAN COLLAPSE 
ULTIMATE AIM OF 
ALLIED EFFORT 10 
KNOCK OUT ITALY 


Capitulation of Musso- 
lini’s Government 


Might Cause Withdraw- 
al of 27 Divisions, Ex- 
pose German Flank. 


By E. C. DANIEL 
LONDON, July 24 (AP).—Allied 


Military and propaganda forces 
battering at Italian morale are 
playing for much bigger stakes 
than the mere collapse of Italy. 
They intend to knock the main 


prop from under Germany’s entire 
southeastern military structure. 

Capitulation of Italy might at 
one stroke withdraw a fourth or 
more of all the divisions which are 
holding the jerry-built Axis organ- 
ization together and set up a 400- 
mile string of air bases within 
easy range of every Nazi satellite 
capital in the Balkans. 

The effect of eliminating Italy’s 
estimated 27 Balkan divisions—a 
drop of three since the conquest 
of Tunisia—might be cumpared in 
its strategic effect to the opening 
of the breach in the Allied front 
in Flanders in 1940 when King 
Leopold ordered the Belgian Army 
to cease fighting. 

If the capitulation of Italy 
caused a crackup throughout the 
Balkans, Germany might find the 
flank and rear of its eastern front 
exposed to British-American at- 
tack. 

Withdrawal Possible. 

Withdrawal might be Hitler’s 
only resource—with the concurrent 
loss of the Rumanian oil fields, 
which it is estimated here repre- 
sent one-quarter of Germany’s to- 
tal oil sources. 

These are at best long-range 
possibilities and not immediate 
prospects, but they would be fully 
in accord with indicated Allied 
strategy and with the known facts 
of uneasiness in the Balkans. 

The latest London estimates of 
Axis armed forces in the Balkans 
are 27 Italian divisions, 20 Bul- 
garian, 15 German (an increase of 
nearly 100 per cent in the last 
three months), 12 Rumanian divi- 
sions and about 300,000 Hungari- 
ans. 

Mutinies of Italian troops in 
Sicily against their German offi- 
cers and mass surrenders in the 
western part of the island suggest 
that Italians in the Balkans, too, 
have little incentive left. 

Mussolini, however, has shown 
no inclination to give up, and re- 
ports from the continent say he 
has been offered complete head- 
quarters in Vienna in case he is 
driven from Italy. Whether he 
would be able to hold the bulk of 
the army to the Fascist standard 
would be highly questionable, how- 
ever. 

Quality, Morale Poor. 

Except for the Germans, the 
quality and morale of Axis forces 
fin the Balkans is poor. Dispatches 
from Sicily have told of the de- 
plorable quality of the Italian 
equipment, and there is no reason 
whatever to think that the Bulgar- 
fans, Hungarians and Rumanians 
are better off. 

Scantiness of German reserves 
at the time of the first two-front 
attack of the war has been sug- 
gested by Cairo reports that the 
Italians, even in Crete, prize Ger- 
man outpost, outnumber the Ger- 
mans three to two, and that the 
protection of all Macedonia, except 
for the key Salonika region, has 
been turned over to the Bulgar- 
fans. 

The weakness of the satellite 
troops has been demonstrated most 
clearly by their obvious inability 
to subdue resistance in Yugoslavia 
and Greece. 

Official information from Cairo 
that British liaison officers are 
serving with the newly reconciled 
partisan and Mihailovic forces and 
supplying them with arms has 
foreshadowed the day when Yugo- 
slavia will become a full-fledged 
fighging front, co-ordinated com- 
pletely with United Nations’ ef- 
forts elsewhere. Allied air bases 
only 120 miles across the Adriatic 
from the Yugoslav coast might 
soon bring overpowering Allied air 
fleets to aid the guerrilla fighters. 

Three-Sided Threat. 

An assault on the. Balkans from 
the Middle East and continued 
pressure of the Russians on the 
German forces from the northeast 
might quickly put the Balkans 
under a three-sided threat. 

Foreign Editor Charles Foley of 
the London Daily Express reported 
from the Middle East this week 
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sala in the lightning mop-up of the 
western part of the island, head- 
quarters announced today, and it 
was the official estimate that 50,000 
more prisoners would be added to 
the 60,000 already in Allied hands.

(Prime Minister W. L. Macken- 
zie King told the Canadian House 
of Commons that the fall of Ca- 
tania “may be expected at any 
time.”) 

American armor and motorized 
{nfantry meanwhile mas cut the 
vital north road at a point of- 
ficially described as “well east of 
Palermo” — and therefore much 
nearer Messina—and are obviously 
in position to strike through the 
back door at the final Axis stand 
in Sicily. 

(A Berlin broadcast describing 
a clash with the Americans at 
Termini on the north coast, indi- 
cated that the Seventh Army had 
advanced at least 18 miles east of 
Palermo. Other clashes were re- 
ported with Americans and Ca- 
nadians in the neighborhood of 
Leonforte, about 37 miles west of 
Catania.) 

All of the 10 major air bases on 
the island were occupied by the 
Allies or completely neutralized, 
Allied planes beat in wave on wave 
on the enemy. 

“A rapidly diminishing portion of 
the island is all that remains to the 
Axis,” today’s Allied communique 
said. 


Fierce Resistance.

ROOSEVELT MAY MAKE 
STABILIZATION SPEECH 


Officials, However, Say Radio 
Fireside Chat, If Made, Could 
Cover Other Subjects. 


WASHINGTON, July 24 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt may soon 
make a radio speech dealing with 
new efforts to stabilize prices and 
wages, Administration circles in- 
dicated tonight. 

Officials willing to discuss this 


possibility pointed out, however, 
that there were other subjects 
which the President could talk 
about. <A Presidential address, if 
made, might cover a much broader 
field and possibly embrace war 
front ee they sug- 
gested. 

While Roosevelt “tb been silent 
on any specific new plan to com- 
bat inflation, there have been fair- 
ly well founded reports that for 
one thing the Government might 
step up its program of buying 
food commodities at market prices 
for resale at lower prices, Some 
commodities are handled to a 
limited extent on this basis by 
the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion, 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, has 
suggested, too, with partial agree- 
ment from Senators Hatch (Dem.), 
New Mexico, and Russell (Dem.), 
Georgia, that the entire existing 
stabilization program be scrapped 
in favor of controlled wage and 
price increases. 

These legislators fee] that Price 
Administrator Prentiss Brown is 
confronted with an “impossible 
task” in trying to hold the line 
against inflation under’ existing 
conditions. 

Roosevelt. told his press confer- 
ence yesterday that efforts thus 
far to rol] back prices to Septem- 
ber, 1942, levels have largely failed 
and that labor and salary earners 
were in a predicament because 
they were working under virtual- 
ly frozen wages while the cost of 
living spiraled. 

He said no agreement had yet 
been reached on any new program 
but that, whatever plan is finally 
chosen, Congressional action would 
be needed because it would take 
money to operate it.

The Middle East headquarters 
communique said the raiders 
bombed and machine-gunned fac- 
tories engaged in war production 
and strafed enemy trucks on the 
roads, Several German staff cars 
were shot up.

Wallace Attacks 
Says He'll Fight

for Progressives

Promises Last-Ditch Struggle to Keep Demo- 
‘From ‘Men Who Put

DETROIT, July 24 (AP). — Vice- 
President Henry A. Wallace, here 
to address a mass meeting tomor- 


row, lashed out sapiritedly in a 
press conference today against 
“American fascists” and predicted 
that. if control of the Democratic 
party became a struggle between 
its “progressive element” and con- 
servatives he was “confident the 
people will take care of that.” 

“Certain American fascists 
claim I'm an idealist,” Wallace 
said, “I ask them to look to them- 
selves and ask if they have done 
as much to put their ideals into 
practice.” 

He was proud to be called an 
“idealist,” Wallace said, adding 
that he would “continue to be a 
practical one.” Although he used 
the term “American fascists” sev- 
eral times during his press con- 
ference, he did not identify any 
individual as such. 

Why They Hate Roosevelt. 

“Old-fashioned Americanism is 
the last refuge of the fascists,” he 
said, “but by old-fashioned Amer- 
icanism they do not mean what is 
implied by the term, but mean 
the situation that existed when 
great corporations rose to power 
economically and politically. The 
reason Mr. Roosevelt is so hated 
by many big business men is the 
fact that he stopped making Wash- 
ington a way-station on the road 
to Wall Street.” 

Regarding the Democratic party's 
future, Wallace said he would 
fight to the last ditch to keep con- 
tro] of it out of the hands of “men 
and corporations who put money 
rights above human rights.” 

When a reporter mentioned that 


a magazine had referred to him as 
the “last New Dealer” in an article 
which declared that conservative 
elements were taking control of 
the Democratic party, Wallace 
said: 

“The term ‘New Dealer’ doesn’t 
mean the same thing everywhere. 
Let’s say ‘the progressive element.’ 
By that I mean the men and inter- 
ests which put human rights above 
money rights. The conservative 
}element puts money rights first. 
Each group is conscious of the ex- 
istence and need of the other. It’s 
just a question of which is going 
to dominate, I’m confident the 
people will take care of that.” 

Praises Production, 

Wallace termed accomplishments 
on the domestic front in production 
of food and war goods a “modern 
miracle.” — 

He said he intended to spend the 
time he formerly devoted to the 
Board of Economic Warfare to 
“getting acquainted with the folks 
throughout the country.” He was 
relieved of his BEW work by 
President Roosevelt after his dif- 
ferences with Secretary of Com- 
merce Jesse Jones, and today Wal- 
lace refused to comment on that 
but declared he Wag proud of the 
agency’s work, 

Wallace’s speech tomorrow after- 
noon at the State Fair’ Grounds 
has been arranged by various labor 
and civic groups. He will be intro- 
duced by R. J, Thomas, interna- 
tional president of the CIO United 
Automobile Workers,

Its operating funds 
were appropriated directly by Con- 
gress and it was authorizec to bor- 
row funds from the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation which it 
could in turn lend at low rates to 
co-operatives organized to extend 
electric service to farmers. In 
1939, under qguthority of a govern- 
mental reorganization act, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt transferred REA to 
the Department of Agriculture. 

Co-operatives Opposed Slattery. 

As has been told, the fight on 
Slattery broke into the oper last 
spring when the National Rural 
Electric Co-operative Association, 
managed by Clyde T. Ellis, former 
Congressman from Arkansas, asked 
the President to remove him.

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Vegetable Outlook Reported Good 
For Home Canning---If It Rains 


Housewives, However, Are Urged to Buy at 
Reasonable Prices Now, Not Wait for 


Break in 


Market. 


When produce men are asked for 
a forecast on the fresh vegetable, 
fruit and berry market, their an- 
sewers are conditioned with “if.” 

“If there is rain,” they say, “St. 
Louis will have plenty. If there is 
no rain,” they add, “St. Louis will 
be hard hit.” 

A survey of the produce market 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter sim- 
mered down to this: The prospect 
of housewives having plenty of 
food at reasonable prices for can- 
ning purposes will depend to a very 
large extent on the productivity of 
individual Victory gardens. 

Nothing is sure in the produce 
business this year. Edward Sell- 
meyer, president of Fruit and 
Produce Association of St, Louis, 
said. “The trouble is the stuff we 
handle grows. It isn’t manufac- 
tured and we can’t control our 
supply like a manufacturer can. 
We take what we can get when 
we can get it.” 

Andrew H. Buel, manager of the 
Hamm Produce Co., explained that 
produce men always have two fac- 
tors to contend with, concerning 
the supply of their products. The 
factors are rains and frosts. This 
year, with the Army and Navy 
requisitioning thousands of bushels 
of fresh vegetables and fruits for 
service men, another factor has 
been added. 


The late frost last February took 
a heavy toll of peaches in Missouri 
and Georgia, Buel said, with the 


result that this fruit is very scarce 
on the St. Louis market. Georgia 
Elberta peaches brought $3.75 a 
half bushel yesterday and were 
sold retail for 25 cents a pound. A 
year ago they were 10 cents a 
pound and of better quality. 

Buel, like other produce men, 
said, “There should be a fairly good 
crop of all vegetables on the mar- 
ket this fall, if the drouth breaks 
and we get some rain. Otherwise,” 
he added, “a prolonged drouth 
would be disastrous.” 

He suggested that housewives 
“buy whatever they can find at 
reasonable prices now; don’t wait 
for a break in the market, or you 
might get left.” 

Sellmeyer was in accord with 
Buel and also with W. F. Cox, re- 
porter for the War Food Adminis- 
tration, who announced that apples 
from nearby producing distri¢ts, 
although they are decidedly higher 
in price than they were a year ago, 
are undoubtedly the best buy in the 
fruit line at this time. 

The wholesale price of apples on 
the St. Louis market yesterday 
was $2.75 to $3 a bushel for No. 1 
Welthy, and the retail price was 
10 cents a pound, making the can- 
ning of applesauce, or apple butter, 
profitable, 

Cox further stated in his sum- 
mary report that homegrown va- 
rieties of fresh vegetables and 
fruits are the best buys, although 
all prices are somewhat higher 


than last year. He pointed out 
that tomatoes dropped in price 
last week and many women 
jumped to the opportunity to buy 
several bushels for canning. By 
the week end, however, the price 
had jumped 50 cents and on the 
wholesale market they sold for an 
average of $3 a bushel for quality 
stock and from $2 to $2.50 for poor 
stock. Retail prices for home- 
grown tomatoes was 20 cents a 
pound, 

Snap beans, corn and cucumbers 
for canning are on the market 
here in moderate volume and the 
prospect of bigger volumes and 
lower prices is not promising. 
Floods and heavy rains washed 
out much of the usual crop and 
the chance of getting more in St. 
Louis depends entirely on the yield 
in northern states, 

Even with a heavy crop in 
northern states, produce men said, 
St. Louis will only get the left- 
overs, since crops as they ripen 
move northward to localities where 
the harvests are late. As an ex- 
ample, when tomatoes ripen here, 
the overflow is sent on to Northern 
Illinois and Wisconsin markets, 


which have a scarcity, because of 
a later harvest.

The text of Stalin’s order of the

“In this connection we state that 
both assertions have no founda- 
tion in fact whatever. 

Visited Bombed Areas. 

“Tt will be valuable to empha- 
size clearly ‘what the Holy Father 
has done in connection with the 
bombing of Rome, since so many 
rumors have been spread, The 
Holy Father did two things: He 
visited the bombed districts, and 
he wrote a letter to the Vicar Gen- 
eral of Rome. 

“All this is within the frame- 
work’ of the charitable activity 
carried out by the Pope as Father 
and shepherd. of his diocese. 

“The Holy Father addressed a 
letter to the Vicar General of 
Rome dated July 20. This letter 
was published in the organ of neu- 
tral and independent Vatican City, 
Osservatore Romano. 

“Foreign news agencies took the 
text of the letter therefrom. It is 
obvious that Italian agencies, for 
example, Stefani, are included 
among the foreign news agencies. 


Comment on Letter. 

“The following must be said re- 
garding the letter written by the 
Holy Father: 

“1, The Holy Father explains in 
this letter how deeply he recom- 
mended to all belligerents, fight- 
ing on whatever side, from the be- 
ginning of the conflict, the safety 
of peaceful citizens and of relig- 
ious and cultural monuments. 
This letter is by no means the 
first document of its kind. In the 


messages of the Holy Father since: 


the outbreak of the war we find 
again and again admonitions to 
this effect, which are for reasons 
of humanity, civilization and Chris- 
tian love. 


“We point particularly to the 
Easter message of Pius XII in 
1941, at the time when the air 
raids on England were in the 
forefront of the war. 

“2, In this letter the Holy 
Father states all the reasons that 
he submitted to responsible circles, 
and that means to responsible cir- 
cles on both sides, in order to ef- 
fect the inviolability of Rome. 
This passage in the letter gives a 
hint of efforts made by the Holy 
Father to declare Rome an open 
city. 

“3. In this letter the ‘Holy 
Father announced the fact of the 
destruction of the Basilica of San 
Lorenzo Fuori Mura but he did 
this in an objective manner, 

“He did not say that the Basilica 
was completely destroyed, as was 
stated in newspapers, nor did he 
say that the greatest part of the 
Basilica was destroyed. What he 
said was that a very great part 
was destroyed, 


High Altar Damaged. 

“In fact, the front part of the 
Basilica, which is composed of 
two churches, is nearly completely 
destroyed. The high altar has suf- 
fered serious damage, 

“The ancient part situated be- 
hind is, however, apart from the 
effect of some shell splinters, es- 
sentially intact, just as are the 
crypt and grave of Pius IX. 

“Therefore the Holy Father has 
not exaggerated, Apart from other 
reasons, it was his right to men- 
tion the fact, since this Basilica 
was the possession of the neutral 
Vatican State. Every neutral 
state raises its voice when its ter- 
ritory is crossed by aircraft, at- 
tacked or violated. 

“Moreover, this Basilica, one of 
the seven main pilgrimage 
churches of Rome, belongs in one 
sense to Catholics of the whole 
world. 


Proved His Contention. 

“The Holy Father is very willing 
to believe that the bombs were 
not intentionally dropped on thd 
Basilica. He says expressly in his 
letter that this painful event had 
proved what he had always warned 
against, namely, that it was vir- 
tually impossible to avoid, on this 
sacred soil of Rome, the devastation 
of revered buildings even if pre- 
cautionary measures were taken, 

“4, In his letter the Holy Father 
says his words are not intended to 
incite to anger and hatred but are 
meant only to represent insistent 
admonition to a noble understand- 
ing of the exalted conception of 
Rome. In this connection it must 
be emphasized that Rome is in- 
deed something without equal. 
This singularity should be respect- 
ed in the interests of humanity 
and civilization and of Christian 
love, 

“This statement of the Holy 
Father, is, like the others, not ad- 
dressed to one of the belligerents 
but to both sides, 

“It would have been possible to 
make Rome actually an open city. 
It must be regretted that at least 
up to the present moment this 
had not been done. 

Aware of Other Damage. 

“5. The Holly Father is also not 
unaware that other towns have 
suffered terribly, ‘nor is he un- 
aware that churches have been 
destroyed in countries of both 
belligerent sides. 

“The Holy Father is also aware 
that injuring of the mystical 
body of Christ weighs much 
heavier than the destruction of 
stone houses of God, and that dis- 
regard of the laws of humanity 
and morality, of justice and of 
personality, weighs heavier than 
a violation of cultural ———— 

“All this, however, no 
make it unjustifiable once — * 
raise one’s voice on this very oc- 
casion of the bombing of Rom 
and to advocate with deep love 
the preservation of the most ex- 
alted attributes that distinguish 
human and Christian dignity, and 
to advocate this to both belligerent 
parties. 

“6. The Holy Father is father of 
all He has in this war truly 


| 


espoused the cause of the God- 
given human and Christian rights 
that are so seriously violated, of 
the freedom of religion and reli- 
gious observance, of the founda- 
tions of a truly new order. Mil- 
lions of Catholics look up to the 
representative of Christ, whose in- 
tentions are but truth and -love, 
who embraces all with the same 
sympathy, whose worda and whose 
heart do not end at Catholics, but 
call upon all Christians, even 
those who only somehow are striv- 
ing for light in the midst of dark 
times, to new ideals and new ef- 
forts for a better future, for a 
world of peace and hope, of free- 
dom and faith, for the welfare of 
humanity and to honor Him who 
holds all in hig hand: God, the in- 
finitely merciful but also infinitely 


just. 
Cites Latest Address, 

“These very thoughts ‘were 
clearly and unambiguously ex- 
pressed in his latest address deal- 
ing with the situation of the world, 
the address to the Cardinals in 
June, 1943, on the occasion of/his 
name day. In this address the Holy 
Father once again advocated the 
cause of oppressed nations, the 
observation of the laws of human- 
ity in public life in this day when 
attack and revenge are competing 
with each other, and, finally, the 
observation of the laws of human- 
ity in air warfare, 

“Piug XII has never failed to| 
call in his messages and elsewhere 
for prayer for God's mercy, for 
peace. His letter to the Vicar 
General of Rome on the occasion 
of the bombing of Rome ends with 
a call for prayer for peace. 

“References to this in his latest 
encyclical, Mystic Corpori, are par- 
ticularly moving, and in fact a 
storm of prayer is rising to Heaven 
from the whole Catholic world for 
new light and life for a world in 
distress and horror.”

PUBLISHER SHOT 
‘BY VISITOR DIES

CLEVELAND, July 24 (AP).— 
John .8. McCarrens, 74-year-old 
general manager of the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer, died tonight at St. 
Vincent’s Charity Hospital from 
bullet wounds inflicted Thursday 
by a man who then killed himself. 

McCarrens had been given five 
blood transfusions and a bullet 
was removed from his abdomen.

WITH THE A. E. F. IN SICILY, 
July 24 (AP).—The civil affairs 
section of the American Seventh 
Army is putting each Sicilian city 
back on its feet within a few hours 
after the combat troops take it. 

British and American officers, 
assigned to relieve combat forces 
of the job of administering cap- 


tured enemy territory, have fol- 
lowed so closely after the charging 
troops that in one instance Lt. Col. 
Charles Poletti, former Governor 
of New York, who is on the staff 
of AMGOT—Allied Military Gov- 
ernment of Occupied Territory— 
found himself the only American 
left in a town captured only a few 
minutes before. 

The town was Favara, which the 
troops had taken and swept on to- 
ward Agrigento. Poletti said it was 
an eerie feeling to be the only 
American in a hostile town, but he 
went boldly to the Chief of Police 
and told him what he wanted of 
him, 

“Then I made a speech to a 
mass of people crowded around 
city hall and explained that there 
would be no difficulty if they

When the first occupation forces 
enter a city they may find it par- 
alyzed with no water or electricity, 
its police force inactive and its 
people short of food because of 
breakdowns in transportation. 

The first thing they do is to get 
in touch with the Mayor and the 
Chief of Police. They hire men to 
bury any dead and clean up the 
streets and as soon as possible they 
get the water supply and the elec- 
tric system functioning. 

So far they have found no real 
shortage of food. Their problem 
has been to ferret it out in the 
surrounding farms and get it to 
the cities, 

Although most high-ranking Fas- 
cist officials have fled to the main- 
land, a few of their measures, in- 
cluding their food rationing sys- 
tem, have been retained tempo- 
rarily. This provides a daily bread 
ration ranging from 200 grams 
for non-workers to 800 grams for 
heavy laborers. 

“The people have not objected 
to our keeping these restrictions 
in force because they know it is 
for the general welfare,” Poletti 
explained. 

“We have the food situation well 
in hand now, but we have to pro- 
ceed cautiously because we do not 
know what shortages we will face 
in large cities.” 

Proclamations governing the be- 
havior of persons in the occupied 
zones, printed in Italian and Eng- 
lish, have been posted in public 
places. 

“So far no violations of any kind 
have come to our attention, and 
it has been unnecessary to invoke 
any punishment because these 
people are co-operating whole 
heartedly,” said Brig. Gen. Frank 
J. McSherry, of Grand Junc- 
tion, Colo., who helped organize 
AMGOT and who is the highest 
participating American officer. 

The Allied polic of allowing the 
resumption of fishing within cer- 
tain limits'offshore has been one 
factor in alleviating the food 
problem. Sicilians subsist chiefly 
on their own products—bread, to- 
matoes, almonds, fruits and cheese. 
They are short on fats and olive 
oil, They r-roduce a high grade 
of olive oil, but in peace times 
usually sel] it and import a cheap- 
er Syrian grade for domestic use. 
There is ne- no surplus wine be- 
cause the Germans drained off the 
excess in order to convert its al- 
cohol to military use. 

One Fascist measure being con- 
tinued is payment of subsidies to 
wheat farmers to stimulate pro- 
duction. AMGOT is discontinuing 
the payment of government allow- 
ances to the wives, children or 
other dependents of Italian soldiers 
—for obvious reasons. 

“Needy cases can be given di- 
rect relief,” Poletti said. “As Sicily 
can exist on its own food supply, 
we don’t plan to bring in any food 
at this time. Later we will ship 
in soaps, medicines, Diesel oil and 
other products.” 

Poletti’s parents were Italian 
born, and he himself studied at 
the University of Rome and speaks 
Italian fluently, 


FASTS SIX WEEKS 
IN EFFORT TO JOIN 
HIS WIFE IN DEATH 


SAUGATUCK, Mich, July 24 
(AP).—Residents of this town ‘of 
600 on the shore of Lake Michigan 
sit by in resignation now while 
85-year-old Charles H. Horswell, 
retired minister, waits and hopes 
for death. 

Horswell, who holds degrees 
from Northwestern and Yale Uni- 
versities and once was an energetic 
participant in social life, has ab- 
stained from food since his wife’s 
death—praying that he may re- 
join her, 

Six weeks of the fast had gone 
by tonight. A daughter, Mrs. Gard- 
ner Johnson, who came here from 
her home in Upper Montclair, N. 
J. said her father was “resting 
quietly,” but, like old neighbors of 
the Horswells, she declined to dis- 
cuss details, 

Mrs. Horswell died June 13 at 
the age of 81. She and her hus- 
band had been married 56 years. 
Horswell began his fast at her 
death, and friends said he declared 
he would fast to death so that 
he “could be with mother again.” 

Horswell and his wife, who was 
a native of Beaver Dam, Wis., pur- 
chased a little home on a hill here 
15 years ago. When she became ill 
several years ago, he virtually cut 
himself off from friends, and they 
lived in seclusion. 

Horswell founded the Union 
Methodist Church at Kenilworth, 
Ill, Chicago suburb, in 1905 and 
was pastor until 1917,

Debts Were Discharged 
in 1942—Listed Net 
Worth at $3000 in Pro- 
viding Bail. 


The $1500 bond furnished Tues- 
Gay for release of Andrew Brink- 
ley, one of the original accusers 
of police in the death of Edward 
Melendes in a police cell a year 
@gO, Was signed by a man who en- 


tered bankruptcy as a pauper 
July 8, 1941, it was learned yes- 
terday. 

Although the man, Jake Novich, 
@ plate glass dealer, was dis- 
charged from his debts on June 
i, 1942, in an order granted as 
& matter of course in absence of 
objection, the case was left open 
for administration and possible col- 
lection of assets. 

However, his lawyer explained 
that the property listed by him in 
qualifying as Brinkley’s bondsman 
Was purchased after he entered 
bankruptcy and so was not subject 
to claims of his creditors in the 
bankruptcy case. The purchases 
were made with funds Novich did 
not have at the time of bankruptcy, 
the lawyer added. 

In his statement of qualification 
Novich listed two pieces of real 
estate valued at $12,000 and mort- 
gaged for $6500, and said his net 
worth war more than $3000. His 
bankruptcy schedules listed lia- 
bilities of $19,812 and assets valued 
at $10,100, composed of “debts due 
©n open account.” 

Of the liabilities, an amount of 
$10,000 to $15,000 represented a con- 
tingent liability in connection with 
a lawsuit against him, he told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. The law- 
suit has been dropped, he added. 

In the bankruptcy case, Joseph 
Chused, elected trustee last July 
8, after the former trustee resigned 
to enter the Coast Guard, obtained 
authority recently to file a suit 
to determine whether any assets 
in the estate of Novich’s wife, 
who died May 11, belonged to 
Novich and might be subject to 
claims of his bankruptcy creditors.

U. S. GUN BLASTED 
NAZI CANNON IN 4 
SHOTS AT 500 YDS. 


PALERMO, Sicily, July 24 (AP). 
—One of the famous German 88- 
millimeter artillery pieces which 
attempted to bar the American 
armored: advance on Palermo was 
blasted to pieces by four perfect 
shots from an American 75-milime- 
ter assault gun at less than 500 
yards. 

When the Nazi piece opened fire 
on a reconnaissance column, Capt. 
Hugh R, O'Farrell of Athens, Ga., 
pulled his men back beyond the 
brow of a hill and called up one 
of the self-propelled assault guns. 
It charged around a bend and 
wheeled into position in full view 
of the German gun, 

Before the Germans could fire, 
Gunner Cpl. Bennie Kulig of In- 
dependence, Wis., had the German 
weapon dead in his sights and his 
first shot sent the enemy gunners 
scrambling for cover. The second 
shell smashed a great hole through 
the 88’s shield. Two more shells 
exploded its ammunition dump. 

“This helps some, but we aren’t 
even with those birds yet,” said 
Gunner Kulig. 

Sgt. Eugene Hatfield of Gilbert, 
W. Va., explained that a German 
shell had landed under the Ameri- 
can assault gun a few days ago 
and knocked out its radio.

Phonograph Records of Bark- 
ing Are Used to Prove 
Case Against Owner. 


Dr, David P. Ferris, Affton phy- 
Sician, obtained a temporary in- 
junction yesterday requiring his 
nextdoor neighbor, Ralph Crancer, 
60 Grantwood lane, to keep his twd 
dogs from barking at night. 

Circuit Judge Fred E. Mueller 
at Clayton, in granting the injunc- 
tion, ordered Dr. Ferris to post, 
$400 bond pending a hearing on a 
permanent injunction. 

Agreeing with Crancer that a 
dog is not a nuisance of itself, 
Judge Mueller added that evi- 
dence, including four phonograph 
records containing the nocturnal 
voices of the Doberman-pinscher 
and the beagle, indicated the con- 
stant barking of dogs can only be 
defined as a serious disturbance. 
The phonograph records, prepared 
by Dr. Ferris, were made between 
May, 1942, when the barking first 
shattered the physician's sleep, and 
last July 11. 

Crancer called various friends 
and neighbors to testify that the 
Doberman and the beagle lifted 
their voices only occasionally, and 
seldom loudly. He himself sug- 
gested there probably was good 
reason when his dogs barked dur- 
ing the night. 

“No dogs would bark the way 
the dogs on those records barked 
unless they were being disturbed 
by some passerby,” he asserted, 
“Those aren’t the barks of dogs 
just barking for fun.”

Also, they have disappoint- 
ed the hopes of hunters from 
this part of the Intermediate 
zone (which includes Missouri 
and Illinois), who had made 
representations to Washington 
showing that a return to live 
decoys and a possible increase 
in bag limits, would increase 
the meat output of the sport 
hunters. ...No mention of 
either factor was made in the 
recent release of the season's 
migratory bird shooting regula- 
tions, from Washington. 

There will be some slackening 
of the embargo against the sale 
of sporting ammunition, but 
hunters are warned that the in- 
crease will not be extensive, ... 
Officials in Washington seem to 
think that clubs and individual 
hunters, looking forward to 
shortages, have already stocked 
up for the shooting campaign, 

° * *. * 

Besides more ammunition— 
how much more deponent say- 
eth not—there is good news in 
the fact that shooting this year 
will be legal 30 minutes before 
sunrise, ... Extended over the 
70-day shooting season—for the 
Intermediate zone—this would 
mean 25 hours more, or prac- 
tically three shooting days, 
above the 70-day limit, in point 
of actual hunting time. Hunt- 
ers thus are allowed to shoot 
80 minutes before sunup and 
until sundown—the old closing 
time.

there is every reason to look for- 
ward to a great increase of the 
duck population, available for 
subsequent postwar years. 

Substantially here are the 1943 
regulations as noted in the Wash- 
ington dispatches: 

Shooting time starting 30 
minutes before sunrise; closes 
at old regulation sunset. 

Increase (“not much,” say 
officials) in available ammuni- 
tion for hunters. 

Season Iimited to 70 days, 
satrting Sept. 25 in the northern 
zone, Oct. 15 in the intermediate 
zone and Nov, 2 in the: southern 
zone. Iowa and Pennsylvania 
now placed in northern zone. 
The season in the_ interme- 
diate zone closes on Dec, 23. 
(Exceptions: In Texas, white- 
winged doves can be taken only 
between noon and sunset. In 
Alexander Conuty, Illinois, geese 
may be hunted only from sunrise 
to noon.) 

Bag limite remain the same, 
except that 25 sora or 25 coot— 
not more than 25 in the aggre- 
gate—may be taken in one day. 

Birds lawfully taken may be 
kept for 45 days after the close 
of the season in the state where 
the kill was made. That's 15 days’ 
extension of the old time, 

No other changes in the open 
seasons affecting this area were 
announced,

Muser, who is 20 years old, was 
employed by the Scharff-Koken 
Manufacturing Co., when he en- 
listed in the Navy last August. 

Petty Officer Gordon Payer, 
radio operator of the Helena, has 
been reported safe, his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Martin Payer, 
5708 Southwest avenue, have been 
notified. Payer, 19, is the nine- 
teenth member of the Helena crew 
from St. Louis who has been listed 
as safe after the sinking. 

Pvt. James E. Deadrick, 22, a 
member of the Marine Corps, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Edward J. Dead- 
rick, Link road, Creve Coeur Lake, 
who has been missing since the 
fall of Bataan a year ago, is a pris- 
oner of the Japanese and is held at 
a camp at Kawasaki in Japan, his 
parents were informed by posat- 
card.

Of Real Estate 
Men Discussed 


Agencies dealing with real estate 
and construction are d 
problems of the industry expected 
to arise after the war. 

The Architectural Forum maga- 
zine has completed a survey which 
is interpreted as indicating that . 
leaders of the building industry - 
overwhelmingly favor continuation 
of FHA financing in the postwar 
years. 

The forum’s poll was taken - 
among members of the National 
Association of Home Builders, the 
Mortgage Bankers’ Association of 
America, presidents and mortgage 
loan managers of leading life in- 
surance companies, and selected 
lists of bankers, realtors, savings 
and loan executives, lumber deal- 
ers, building material and equip- 
ment manufacturers. 

Of more than 600 questioned, 
only 22 wanted FHA abolished, the 
magazine said, 

Looking at another aspect of the 
problem the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards declares 
close scrutiny of war-built indus- | 
trial and home centers indicates 40 
per cent of the flood of dwellers 
in these new localities will remain 
where they are after the war. 

Biggest single postwar problem, 
in the opinion of Herbert U. Nel 
son, the association’s executive 
vice-president, will be liquidation 
of surplus Federal property. He 
points out that the monetary value 
of such Federally-held real estate 
probably will reach in excess of 
15 billion dollars, including thou- 
sands of plants, 12,000,000 acres of 
farm lands, docks, wharves and 
several hundred thousand more or 
less permanent houses too good te 
be demolished. 

The association is backing s 
neighborhood development bill re- 
cently introduced in Congress by 
Senator Robert Wagner. 

Charles A. Mullenix, Cleveland, 
president of the Mortgage Bankers’ 
Association, says however that “the 
bill’s principal merit is that it rec- 
ognizes that any really important 
success in rebuilding close-in, 
blighted city areas must begin by 
acquiring very large tracts of land. 
This always has been the main 
stumbling block to similar ef- 
forts.” 

In the St. Louis urban redevelop- 
ment bill, signed by Gov. Donnell 
last week, authority is provided 
——|for private industry to acquire 
such tracts and rebuild blighted 
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tracts of city land to be cleared 
and then sold or leased to private 
builders, who would build whole 
new sections in conformity with e 
general city plan,

More than 50 Investigations, cov- 
fng 18 states, are under way, the 
Post-Dispatch has learned. They 
include inquiries into brutality in 
jails, violence against labor organ- 
izers, peonage, slavery, refusal of 
ballots to voters, ballot box stuff- | 
ing and vote buying. One case 
eurrently under investigation in- 
volves wholesale purchasing of 
Negro votes in a Northern city;

The Section, under the direct su- 
pervision of Assistant Attorney 
General Victor Rotnem, must not 
only possess assistants versed in 
the application of the civil rights 
statutes but men who possess the 
background and tact necessary to 
combat sectional prejudices and 
local political conditions. Because 
of such factors many cases are 
likely to be lost outside the court- 
room.

Even in the courtroom, as evi- 
denced at the Hattiesburg trial last 
April when the jurors heeded an 
irrelevant defense plea of “state’s 
rights and white supremacy,” 
prejudice rather than the law or 
evidence is likely fo tip the scales 
of justice.

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Churchill Himself a Principal 
Cause of Absence of Vision- 
ary Optimism—Tories Have 
Learned When and How to 
Take Play Away From the 
Opposition.

N four years of war—the awful danger of 
| 1940, the terrors of the Nazi blitz, the 
hardships and the boredom—the British 
have found a new unity. They will come out 
of the war with an inner security and co- 
herence that will be rare in the world, 

There will be grave problems, profound 
adjustments to make, but I believe the 
British will come through that period with- 
out putting too great a strain on a social 
order that has been steadily evolving toward 
a more equitable and decent way of life. 
It will not be a paradise either for the right 
or for the left but it will preserve the liber- 
ties of a free society, and in a war-racked 
world that achievement alone may loom very 
large. 

One reason, possibly the chief reason, 
Britain promises to come through the post- 
war storm and strife so well is that British 
Conservatives have learned how to conserve. 
They have learned that the function of a 
Conservative party is not simply to stand 
still and say No to all change. They have 
learned that a living, progressive society 
must have resilience; within’ an accepted 
framework there must be room for change. 


Adroit, but Timely Offers 
Of Social Gains Get Votes. 


A short time before the war, John D. M. 
Hamilton, then chairman of the Republican 
National Committee, came to England to 
find out why the Conservatives were able to 
win elections in the face of the growing 
strength of organized labor. What impressed 
him, according to reports reaching London 
later, was the successful technique employed 
by the Conservatives, their adroitness in hir- 
ing clever professionals. That was the rea- 
son for their success. . 
This ignores the real reason which is the 
fact that the Conservatives have known how’ 
to offer enough in social gains to draw votes 
away from the Liberals and Labor. It is 
precisely what Prime Minister Churchill did 
in his last broadcast. He out-Beveridged 
Beveridge. He cailed for ‘‘another great ad- 
vance” which would mean “national com- 
pulsory insurance for all classes for all pur- 
poses from the cradle to the grave.” He de- 
scribed himself and his “colleagues” as 
“strong partisans’ of such a national system. 
It is, of course, the genius, or the good 
luck, of the Conservative party to have had 
a Churchill to turn to in Bgitain’s greatest 
crisis in 300 years or more. When the 
Chamberlains and the Baldwins were swept 
into the discard by the onrush of history, 
there stood the short, solid figure of the 
man who has come to embody all that is 
stout-hearted in British character. 


Much Depends on What 
Churchill Decides to Do. 


The central fact in Britain today is the 
affection—yes, the veneration almost—that 
all classes hold for Churchill. At the en- 
trance of Downing Street, which is hardly 
more than half a block long, a small crowd 
is always waiting in the hope of seeing him 
pass. They look down at No. 10 with a 
wistful kind of awe and hope in their faces. 
They are ordinary Britishers, some of them 
up fram the country, others in from the 
remoter suburbs. Two policemen stand at 
the end of the street and the watchers keep 
a decent distance but they are there for a 
vigil which may or may not end with a pass- 
ing glimpse of their hero. 

On Nov. 30 the Prime Minister will be 69 
years old. What decisions he makes for his 
own future will obviously have great bearing 
on Britain's immediate political future. At 
one time, according to persons close to him, 
he had decided to step out of public life the 
moment the last shot was fired in the war. 
The peace, he had decided, was not his dish; 
he would let others struggle with the recun- 
struction of a sick world. 

Now he apparently has been persuaded to 
stay on for at least two or three years after

stays as the head of a coalition government 
or leads a Conservative ticket to victory in 
the first general election since 1935, his 
friends are confident he can remain as Prime 
Minister if he wishes to. ; 

Churchill is said to have discussed the 
question of his future with an American 
official in the course of a recent conversa- 
tion. He declared his intention of retiring 
at the earliest opportunity when the fighting 
should end.

Eden Conservative Choice 
If Churchill Steps Down. 


If Churchill should retire to write a his- 
tory of the war in which he has played the 
leading part, his successor in all likelihood 
would be Anthony Eden, the present Foreign 
Secretary. Churchill has made Eden his pro- 
tege and within the Conservative party it is 
generally agreed that the younger man— 
Eden is 46—will take up leadership when 
his great predecessor puts it aside. 

One reason certainly is Eden's age. The 
Tory party is pushing youth ahead while 
making a calculated appeal to younger 
voters, The average age of Conservatives 
in the House of Commons is at least 10 
years under that of the average age of 
Laborites in the House. After the war the 
Tories have plans to run young flyers for 
important seats. They are ready with a 
positive program that will appeal to men 
and women returning from war. By pres- 
ent reckoning, the Tories are an odds-on bet 
to win the first election when the fighting 
ends. 

This is not to rule out the Labor party— 
labor has aggressive, realistic leaders, fore- 
most among whom is Herbert Morrison, 
Secretary for Home Affairs and Minister 
of Home Security—but the Labor party has 
shown far less political awareness than the 
Tories, and they have no one in their ranks 
of the stature of Churchill. 

The Laborites have no leader with a rep- 
utation in the international field. This is 
where Eden would have the edge. His 
countrymen knew him before the war as 
the champion of international order and 
the foe of appeasement. They know today 
that he has done his best to collaborate 
with De Gaulle and the Fighting French

differed with Churchill and when the Prime 
Minister called him to North Africa recently 
to discipline De Gaulle and apply force to 
the French situation, the Foreign Secretary 
declined.

Both here and in America a great deal 

of talk goes on about how much more demo- 
cratic .the British have become and how 
different everything will be when there is 
peace again. Partly this is true, but it is 
also true that class lines as deeply engraved 
as those in Britain are not wiped out over- 
night.

The 
boys from overseas talk freely even when 
they recognize their host and Eden enjoys 
exchanging views with them.

Major Inroads Being Made

Leon C. (Red) Phillips announced 
that he was quitting the Demo- 
cratic party and that he would 
register ag a Republican. 


‘The news was no more than 
received in political circles than 
it was concluded that this was 
Phillips’ preliminary step to be- 
coming a candidate for the Re- 
publican nomination for United 
States Senator next year for the 
seat held by the three-term Demo- 
crat, Elmer Thomas. 


Ed Moore’s Example. 


If Phillips does run for the G. 
O. P. senatorial nomination he will 
be following the trail blazed suc- 
cessfully last year by Edward H. 
Moore, former Democrat who 
turned Republican and defeated 
one of the leading New Dealers of 
the Senate, Josh Lee, by approxi- 
mately 40,000 votes, 


It is known that Phillips has 
talked about the Republican sena- 
torial nomination with the leaders 
of both parties—indeed, that he 
conferred before he announced his 
switch from the Democratic to the 
Republican camps. Phillips is 
against the New Deal. He was just 
as much against it in 1940 as he 
is today but he remained regular 
at the time President Roosevelt 
ran for his third term. In view 
of this, there is good reason to 
believe that he has made up his 
mind to be in the 1944 race some- 
where, 


So Oklahoma Is watching its red- 
haired former Governor to see 
what he will do in his new party 
connection, It is also watching to 
see how he comes out in a pending 
prosecution since he was charged, 
July 2, along with the pardon and

More Significant Sign. 


But there is a more significant 
and less well-known sign of Okla- 
homa’s potential Republican lean- 
ings than the abandonment of 
the Democratic banner by the 
State’s recent Governor. The 
indicator about to be described is 
known to relatively few persons 
in Oklahoma although it is in the 
form of an act of the Democratic 
|State Legislature, signed by the 
present Democratic Governor, Rob- 
ert S. Kerr. 


This is a new law to create a 
separate ballot for nominees for 
the State Legislature. As a result 
of this change, Democratic nomi- 
nees for the Oklahoma Legislature 
will not need to run on the same 
ballot with Democratic candidates 
for President and Vice-President 
and for United States Senator and 
Representative in Congress next 
year. 

Democratic legislators made no 
secret of their purpose in passing 
this bill. In support of it, many 
Democrats took the floor to pre- 
dict sweeping Republican gains in 
the State in 1944. Their attitude 
was simply this: “If there is a 
national Republican victory next 
year and it includes Oklahoma, 
there is no need for it to catch us 
Democratic legislators if we ‘can 
find a way to avoid it.” 

The ballot change was opposed 
only by the Republicans in the 
Legislature, who figure that their

STATE to keep your eye on as the 1944 election comes closer is 
Oklahoma. The Sooner State has a way of going Republican now 
and then and there are those down here who say that it would 
just as soon do it again next year. 


Readily observable signs suggest 


Republican victory in Oklahoma 
if Republican legislative nominees 
could ride the presidential wave. 


The significance of this creation 
of a separate ballot for legislators 
is apparent. Oklahoma is not only 
a “border” state but also a particu- 
larly sensitive border state. It cast 
its electoral vote for the Republi- 
can presidential nominee in 1920, 
Harding receiving 243,464 votes to 
215,808 for Cox. Again in 1928, it 
voted Republican for President. 
That time. Hoover ran up a total 
of 394,046 votes against Smith’s 
219,174. 


So many Republicans were 
elected to State offices in the 
Hoover sweep—among the Demo- 
cratic losses were three seats on 
the State Supreme Court—that the 
Democrats, following the 1928 elec- 
tion, put through the State Legis- 
lature a-measure to place presi- 
dential electors on a separate bal- 
lot from State nominees, 


Close Call Last Time. 


This arrangement was sufficient 
protection for the Democrats until 
last year when, although there was 
no presidential election, a some- 
what similar situation was cre- 
ated. The race between the Dem- 
ocrat-turned-Republican Ed Moore 
and Josh Lee for the Senate jeop- 
ardized the Democratic State 
ticket and came within 11,000 votes 
of giving Oklahoma its first Re- 
publican Governor, 


The latest change in the ballot 
machinery will cause the Okla- 
homa voter to get four separate 
ballots when: he goes to the polis 
in November, 1944, One will bear 
thd names of the presidential elec- 
tors; the second, nominees for 
United States Senate and House of 
Representatives; third, nominees 
for State office, and fourth, nom- 
inees for county office, 


Thus, if the Republicans make a 
sweep in Oklahoma they will have 
to carry four ballots to do it. The 
Democrats have insured them- 
selves, insofar as is possible, 
against a straight ballot protest 
vote such as sometimes turns out 
state and local officers in national 
landslide elections, 


Still another sign that Oklahoma 
is already politically acute is the 
advanced condition of the sena- 
torial primary race. Two Repub- 
licans are already avowed candi- 
dates: O. O. Owens of Tulsa, an oil 
man, and Pat Murphy of Cushing, 
a Baptist minister, Two Democrats 
are also known to be candidates: 
Senator Thomas and James E.. 
Berry of Stillwater, a banker who 
is now serving his third term as 
Lieutenant Governor, 


Other Possibilities. 


These names, however, are by no 
means all those on the lists which 
political observers draw up. Con- 
gressman Wesley Disney of Tulsa 
is a likely candidate for the Dem- 
ocratic nomination as is Mike Mon- 
roney who represents the Okla- 
homa City district. And there is 
talk that Josh Lee, now a member 
of the Civil Aeronautics Board, will 
run to wipe out his defeat last 
year. 

Republican possibilities include 
L. H. Wentz, wealthy Ponca City 
oil man-philanthropist, who is na- 
tional committeeman for Okla- 
homa, Representative Ross Rizley 
of Guymon, Republican nominee 
against Phillips in 1938, and Her- 
bert K. Hyde, Oklahoma City law- 
yer, who as Federal District At- 
torney, prosecuted the Urschel kid- 
napers. 

Complicating the Democratic sit- 
uation is Oklahoma’s recent Fed- 
eral judgeship deal which has in 


effect put a Democratic Judge, 
Stephen S. Chandler Jr. of Okla-

The Hospitals’ Desperate Need of Help. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatcn: 

UT of the great tragedies of life 

some good may come. Much for the 
benefit of humanity will come of this 
calamitous war. It lies with many of 
us just how much. Humanitarians are 
being trained to take over the hunger 
problems of vast numbers of people. So- 
cial security problems are being solved. 
The brotherhood of man is being prac- 
ticed as well as preached. Many of us 
are not consciously aware of this, but 
we are coming around to it. 

It is ironical that the spilling of vig- 
crous blood on the field of battle wil] 
enable doctors to find out medical se- 
crets which will relieve suffering among 
less healthy human beings. This will 
require many more trained workers. 
Many of our best doctors and nurses are 
now in foreign lands doing what they 
can for the fighting men, but in so do- 
ing now, they are learning new ways of 
helping us through future medical emer- 
gencies. 

Their departure has created a medical 
and hospital shortage problem. We hear 
about this, but not enough capable and 
qualified individuals have responded to 
the emergency. Some could do this now 
to start the carving of future careers. 
Others could do so just to keep their 
minds off other worries, or to help with 
a special kind of war work, or just be- 
cause they like to be of service to their 
less fortunate fellow men. 

Our hospitals are desperately in need 
of help. This need will grow. When 
trained doctors and nurses leave, others 
are needed in their places, but replace- 
ments are not enough because the hos- 
pitals are overcrowded. 

Some of the openings for women are as 
office helpers, laboratory assistants, 
kitchen helpers, nurses and nurses’ aids. 
Men are needed as general helpers and 
orderlies. Specialized work requires 
more training for particular skills. Minor 
physical deficiencies need not handicap 
workers in hospitals. In fact, rehabilita- 
tion for many workers and patients 
might result. 

Information may be secured by check- 
ing with the larger hospitals, the Civill- 
an Defense Organization, the Red Cross 
or the United States Employment Agen- 
cy. Those really interested would bene- 
fit themselves, the war effort and 
humanity by volunteering to work and 
then sticking to it. The salvage of 
health and life on the home front is 
important at all times. We fervently 
hope to see a better world after this war, 
but we need to organize for it now.

A Look Toward 1944. 


The Post-Dispatch does not believe that this is 
a time to discuss the question of a fourth term. for 
President Roosevelt. We think Democratic Sena- 
tor Murray of Montana made a mistake the other 
day when he revived the agitation after it had been 
happily quieted, presumably by Mr. Roosevelt him- 
self, following the series of over-zealous statements 
by Senator Guffey of Pennsylvania and other Demo- 
cratic spokesmen last March. 

Just as we think that pro-fourth-term talk is out 
of place now so do we think that anti-fourth-term 
talk and agitation are equally out of. place. We be- 
lieve that it ig a good thing for the country that 
the two-term limitation amendment proposal did 
not get farther than it did in the state Legislatures 
this year. 

To argue the fourth-term — either way is 
to ask the President to take a stand at a time when 
he cannot in all reasonableness declare himself. If 
he should say now that he would not under any cir- 
cumstances be a candidate next year, the very an- 
nouncement itself would largely destroy his useful- 
ness as a world leader. 
would immediately be put to scouting his potential 
successors. The situation would not only be chaotic 
internally but dangerous internationally. 

* . * 


Similarly, the President could not now put him- 
self publicly into the 1944 presidential race even 
should that be his ultimate intention. That is, he 
could not do it without provoking a terrific outcry 
among his political enemies which would throw a 
severe strain on our national unity. Such an an- 
nouncement would open the 1944 presidential cam- 
paign a full 15 months before the election, and that 
clearly would be of no benefit to our midsummer, 
1943, war effort. 

This does not mean, however, that political sub- 
jects are not to be mentioned at this time. On 
the contrary, the art and practice of politics, us- 
ing the word in its best sense, was never more im- 
portant in the United States than today. When we 
review the generally vindictive performance of the 
new Congress, it is evident that many people paid 
too little attention to political issues and personal- 
ities in the congressional campaign last year. We 
do not want to repeat the mistake of 1942, when 
preoccupation with the war, in one way or another, 
permitted pressure groups to elect not a few ene- 
mies of the very things we are fighting to preserve. 

The need for high-minded political thinking is 
being dramatized nationally today by no less a per- 
son than the Vice-President of the United States. 
In a radio address proposed by the United Auto 
Workers, which will be heard first-hand in Detroit 


‘by a large gathering of CIO and AFL members, Mr. 


Wallace will make this afternoon (KSD at 3:30) 
what he has described to the Post-Dispatch as a 
fighting appeal to liberals throughout the country. 

There is then ample cause for Americans to de- 
vote some of their time now to serious political 
thinking and discussion. Done in the right way, 
lifted above petty partisanship, narrowness and selif- 
seeking, it can and will be a help, not a hindrance, 
to our prosecution of the war.

When we look to 1944, what do we see? No one 
can read the future with any certainty, but some 
things are possibilities, and prominent among these 
is the possibility that the Democratic party now in 
power in Washington may be defeated when it goes 
before the voters a year from next November. 

We say “now in power in Washington” advisedly. 
For the fact is that outside Washington the Demo- 
cratic party is already out of power. This be- 
comes evident on checking over the results of the 
1942 midterm election. 

The Republicans gained five governorships to give 
them 24. Numerically, this means that an even 
half of the states are in Republican control, but 
the Republican half includes New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Illinois, Michigan, California, Massachusetts, 
Ohio—virtually all the states which rank high in 
terms of electoral votes. 

Outside the traditionally Democratic South, bare- 
ly a half-dozen states have Democratic majorities 
in both branches of the Legislature. The electoral 
vote of the half-dozen put together does not equal 
that of one of the populous states. 

It is true that the Democrats retained control of 
the national House, but they did so only by a slen- 
der margin after the Republicans had gained 44 
seats. Republican gains in the Senate ran to the 
unexpectedly large total of nine. Many strong sup- 
porters of the President—among them Norris of 
Nebraska—were defeated in these. Republican vic- 
tories. Moreover, it was only the rotten-borough 
representation system of the South which saved 
the day for Democratic control of the House, since 
in the country at large, Republican nominees for the 
House polled 63.9 per cent of the vote as against 
46.1 per cent for the Democrats. 


This was a tremendous defeat for the administra- 
tion and its full cost is still to be counted. Yet it 
would have been even worse two months later, if 
we may judge from the special congressional elec- 
tion in the Sixth Missouri District. For in that by- 
election in the district that has been called “the 
most representative in America,” the Republicans 
doubled their November majority and carried every 
county of the 11, including some which were rock- 
ribbed in their Democratic affiliation. 

These signs may be multiplied. Last April, a 
statewide election in Michigan produced a gain of 
8.2 per cent for the Republicans over the similar 
election in 1941. About the same time, that citadel 
of Democratic machine politics, the Kelly-Nash com- 
bine in Chicago, was held to its smaNest majority— 
a majority equal only to the vote which the City 
Hall payroll controls. After that came the elec- 
tion of a Republican Mayor in Baltimore, the first 
Republican Mayor there in 16 years, and in the face 
of the excellent record of the Democratic incumbent. 

A most significant indicator is described in detail] 
elsewhere in this section of the Post-Dispatch. This 
is the maneuver of Democratic legislators in Okla-

homa which will put legislative nominees on a sep- 
arate ballot next year, Oklahoma Democrats make 
no attempt to hide their motive, namely, their in- 
tention not to be caught in a Republican national 
victory which might sweep local Democrats out of 
office if voters mark straight-ticket protest ballots 
and let it go at that. 

The decision of Democratic Senator Guy M. Gil- 
lette of Iowa not to be a candidate to succeed him- 
self is another straw in the wind. Senator Gillette 
was oné of the Democrats whom the Hopkins group 
tried to purge out in the primaries five years ago 
this summer, Although he survived that intra-party 
fight, he sees little reason to believe that he can win 
next year in view of the defeat of his late Democratic 
colleague, Senator Clyde Herring, ‘last November, — 

* * * 

The Gillette case is a reminder that the Demo- 
cratic nominee next year, assuming that it is either 
the President or someone acceptable to the Presi- 
dent, will be put to the great embarrassment of 
running with the group of Southern Senators marked 
in the ill-starred 1938 purge. “Cotton Ed” Smith of 
South Carolina, who said last week that Mr. Roose- 
velt could not be re-elected next year; Millard Tyd- 
ings of Maryland, Walter George of Georgia—these 
and other beaters of the purge are almost certain 
running mates for the national Democratic nom- 
inees, 

Such is the situation in July, 1943. The things 
that brought it about are many and varied: the seem- 
ingly inevitable ways of politics and people, the 
irritations and resentments arising from the war, 
the mistakes and failures of the administration 
which loom larger in many eyes than its great 
achievements. 

But whatever the causes, they do not mean that 
the situation is to be ignored. They do not mean 
that the way out is for administration leaders to 
shut their eyes to its existence. Surely we are not 
to conclude that if the President will devote all his 
time to the military side of the war, his leadership 
will necessarily receive a vote of confidence next 
year regardless of how bad home front affairs may 
get. 

As we have said before, the fighting is the re- 
sponsibility of the professional fighting men; if our 
war effort is endangered by internal dissension, of- 
ficial bickering, lagging production, strikes, lowered 
morale, it is the President who will be held re- 
sponsible for failing to lead his people. 

In so far as the President has taken a hand in re- 
cent weeks on the home front, his actions have 
been far from reassuring to those who have fol- 
lowed him in his historic campaigns to turn the 
facilities of government to the needs and uses of 
the common people. The sacking of Henry Wallace 
in favor of Jesse Jones is a case in point. 

-s * * 

Granted that the war meant the curtailment, if 
not the end for the duration, of needed reforms and 
at the same time more and more reliance upon the 
leaders of industry and business, who have all along 
been opposed to the New Deal. It does not follow 
that the President’s only course in the Wallace- 
Jones matter was to handle it in such a way as 
virtually to repudiate the entire cause of liberalism 
in America. — 

It is said by those who would explain this in 
terms of political expediency that in 1944 the pro- 
gressives will have no place to go if they do not 
again vote Democratic. But this overlooks some- 
thing important. They may not be willing to vote 
for a Dewey or a Bricker on the Republican ticket, 
but there is nothing to compel them to vote for 
the Democratic nominee. And that failure to vote 
can be the difference between defeat and victory 
for the Democratic nominee. 

Anyone who wishes to see this demonstrated on 
a state basis will find it in the defeat of Philip 
La Follette for re-election as Governor of Wisconsin 
in 1938. He began to range far afield, overlooked 
Wisconsin’s needs, forgot progressivism and ignored 
his supporters. When he ran for re-election, his fol- 
lowers did not vote for the opposition; they simply 
withheld their ballots from him by the scores of 
thousands, And down Philip La Follette went! The 
same thing could happen nationally in 1944, 

Mr. Wallace was Franklin D. Roosevelt's personal 
choice for Vice-President in 1940. The South’s lead- 
ing candidate was the late Speaker Bankhead, and 
a strong campaign was waged in his behalf at Chi- 
cago. Progressive forces were greatly heartened 
that the President should have chosen a man with 
imagination and vision of a better day over a rep- 
resentative of.old Southern Bourbonism. 

The switch which now in effect liquidates Mr. 
Wallace as a symbol as well as an individual and 
raises the Jesse Joneses to high preferment cannot 
be reconciled with the President's bold stand three 
years ago. 

President Roosevelt has the biggest burden put 
on the shoulders of any one man in history. The 
wonder is that he bears up at all after the 10 
years since those first dark days of March, 1933. 
Men: of good will everywhere will make generous 
allowance for trial and error. They will wish him 
well and do all they can to uphold his hands. But 
they will also expect of him the resolute leadership 
which only he can provide at this time,

Senator Claude Pepper of Florida, one of the most 
zealous of the New Dealers, said last week that the 
question of whether President Roosevelt would seek 
a fourth term will depend on “the circumstances of 
1944.” This is, we think, a fair statement. No 
one can envision what will happen in the world 
between now and convention time next June. 

But regardless of the nominees, the President and 
his close advisers—the Palace Guard, as the com- 
mentators like to call them—surely do not wish to 
pave the way for a ‘bitter reaction. And if such a 
reaction comes, it will not spring from the last few 
days of the 1944 campaign. It will have been tak- 
ing form over many months. Now is the time to 
reckon it, If it is to be forestalled this is none 
too soon to start. As of today, a Democratic defeat 
next year is a definite possibility.

Credit to Sulfas and Plasma 
For Saving Lives of Fighters 


“Dectors Aweigh,” by Rear Admiral Chartes M., 
Oman. (Doubleday, Doran & Co., Garden City, 
N. Y.) 

LOOD plasma and the sulfa drugs have 

stripped shock and infection, deadly 
twins of modern war, of much of their ter- 
ror. The two greatest aids to war surgery 
since anesthesia and antisepsis, they are 
working miracles with the wounded. 

In telling the story of the Navy Medical 
Corps in action, Rear Admiral Oman re 
calls that when he commanded the naval 
hospital at Brest, France, during the last 
war, every effort was made to operate with 
in a “golden period” of six hours after in- 
jury; longer: delay brought the practical 
certainty of infection, In the present war, 
use of the sulfa drugs has extended this 
safety limit to three and four days. 


In the great majority of war injuries, 
the primary cause of death has always 
been shock. In the last war, shock alone 
caused more deaths than any other single 
condition. Blood plasma has entirely changed 
that gloomy picture. If the seriously wound- 
ed of this war can get transfusions of 
plasma within five or 10 minutes after ar 
riving at the first casualty clearing stations, 
mortality is greatly reduced. In this con- 
nection, the author considers the gift of 
blood by the civilian the greatest service 
he can render the fighting forces.

Another striking difference between the 
medica] picture of this cbnflict and the 
last is the enormously increased number 
of burn cases. Moreover, they usually are 
complicated by the problem of removing 
fuel oil from the injured in naval actions, 
At Pearl Harbor, immediate local treat- 
ment for burns had to be applied over the 
oil. A cotton sponge saturated with min- 
eral oi] proved the best method to remove 
the heavy oil. 

Malaria and dengue or break-bone fever 
are, of course, as treacherous enemies as 
the Japanese in the Solomons, Unfortunate- 
ly, the Japs took most of our quinine as 
well as our rubber in their sweeping con- 
quest at the beginning of the Pacific war. 
Atabrine, a synthetic quinine, su 
the clinical symptoms, but Admiral Oman 
cautions that it is still too soon to say it 
can replace quinine as a malaria preven- 
tive in prolonged campaigns in the tropics. 

The plight of flyers forced down at sea 
naturally has come in for intensified study. 
One result is that the Life Saving Board 
of the Navy has lately added a very com- 
plete fishing kit to all life rafts.

STOCKHOLM, July 24. 


OWARD the dome of St. Peter’s, which rises in mighty splendor 
above the rooftops of Rome, many eyes throughout the world are 
turned in the expectation that the first signs of peace may appear 


Perhaps that is why, in increasing numbers, emissaries of the 
leading belligerent powers come there bringing special messages to 
Pope Pius XII in his abode behind St. Peter’s. 


St. Peter’s majestic facade pro- 
tects the clusters of old gray pal- 
aces within the Holy City, its laby- 
rinth of winding narrow streets 
and old gardens.

But diplomats representing the 
mations which are at war with 
Italy are forbidden to leave Vati- 
can City without a guard. 

The Papal diplomatic corps re- 
cently has been swelled by a num- 
ber of newcomers from non-Catho- 
lic countries, like Finland, Yugo- 
slavia and others—all anxious to 
catch the first wisp of the peace 
wind which they believe may 
originate there. 


Other Reasons. 

There are other reasons too for 
the intense diplomatic manifesta- 
tions now so evident in Vatican 
City. : 

The Holy See has bcome a sort 
of forum where it is possible to 
discuss humanitarian measures of 
an urgent nature such as the evac 
ation of civilians from war zones. 
Thus, the recent evacuation of 
Italians from bomb-splattered 
Sicily was negotiated through the 
Vatican. 

Pope Pius XII has a tradition to 
follow as a mediator in the name 
of humanity. 

When His Holiness was Papal 
Nuncio in Munich during 1917, he 
forwarded Pope Benedict XV‘s 
proposals for the mediation of 
World War J. 

His determined attitude toward 
the Nazis’ attempts to dechristian- 
ize Germany—certainly the brave 
German prelates who protested 
against those attempts did so with 
the full support of the Holy See— 
may make it impossible for Pope 
Pius to take up any future appeals 
for peace from that country, at 
least as long as the present regime 
exists. 

Italy, however, is another mat- 
ter. 

One of the few wise policies 
Mussolini, the atheist, followed 
was to take into consideration the 
deep roots of Catholicism in the 
psychology of the Italians. 

In this way, an open breach which 
would have struck the masses with 
horror has been avoided—although 
the unchristian ideology of Fas- 
cism represents a definite cleavage 
in the national life of Catholic 
Italy. 

The policy of the Church, too, 
has been to steer away from the 
abyss of any violent breach which 
might add to the woes of the 
Italian people. 

Fought Racial Laws. 

The late Pope Pius XI, during 
whose pontificate Hitler’s shadow 
began to spread across Italy, did 
not hesitate, however, to speak up 
strongly wherever he considered 
the state to be violating the rights 
of religion—as in the case of the 
racial laws of 1938 which the 
Fascist regime modeled after the 
Nazi pattern. 

His successor in the Vatican, 
Pope Pius XII, has shown the 
same strength. Persons close to 
the Vatican told me that Pius XII 
is a blend of the man of action, 
the ascetic, and the diplomat. 

The priests whose various func- 
tions bring them into almost daily 
contact with the Pope have & 
genuine admiration for him. They 
regard him as a saint who is de- 
voting all of the energy at his 
command to stop the world’s suf- 
fering. His sense of humanity is 
combined with a sense of realism 
and these qualities are evidenced 
too by the prelates around him. 

I found the same spirit when I 
went to visit Archbishop Celso 
Comstantini, the secretary of the 
Cogregation for the Propagation 
of the Faith, official name of the 
Catholic world mission organiza- 
tion. 

On my previous visit to Rome 
some years ago I interviewed Car- 
dinal Van Rossum, then the head 
of this branch of the church. 

Since then, its great training 
center for young missionaries of 
the Catholic Church had been 
moved to a great new palace on 
Janiculum Hill, just behind Vati- 
can City. 

Although the war rages on 
throughout the world, there are 
gathered here many hundreds of 
young priests from all parts of the 
world. 

Archbishop Constantini is a tall, 
thin man of 60, who resembles the 
Van Dyck portraits of medieval 
cavaliers. He has worked for a 
long time in China and India and 
still has a special] interest in those 
countries. 

I asked him whether the Catho- 
lic faith had found Italians turn- 
ing more and more to religion in 
their recent hours of trial. 


He declined to answer the ques-’ 
tion, explaining: 
' “Our work here has nothing to 
do with Italy. Our work is en- 
tirely in connection with the mis- 
sionary fields throughout th 
world.” 


Millions Hold Faith. 

Asked if the war did not make 
their work considerably more dif- 
ficult, he answered me in Latin. 

“Lux in tenebris lucet” (“Let 
there be light in the darkness.”) 

Then he added: 

“Many of our missionaries are in 
concentration camps, Many others, 
including two archbishops, have 
died the death of martyrs as the 
victims of bombs.” 

Archbishop Constantini pointed 
out that the establishments of 
seminaries in most countries by 
the congregation made it possible 
for native priests to take over the 
duties of the European and Ameri- 
can missionaries who have been 
killed or interned. 

In Europe, he declared, millions 
of people are sustaining their hope 
and belief in Christianity and their 
trust ‘that the church will master 
the false dogmas which caused the 
present world catastrophe. 

I asked the Archbishop what 
steps the Church would take to 
help bring about permanent world 
peace, 

Quoting one of the Pope’s recent 
addresses, he said the Church 
would use all of its zeal and de 
termination to help raise the world 
from its ruing and to aid in the 
beginning of a new epoch where- 
in all nations, healed of their 
wounds, would recognize each 
other as brethren, 

The Fascist zealots in Italy, who 
do not like the present Pope, mut- 
ter that he is seeking to supplant 
their power among the people. 

But if the Catholic Church gains 
ground in its homeland it is prob- 
ably less from the policy of any 
individual leader than from the 
unrest and anguish of a suffering 
people which has seen everything 
vanish that made life worth liv- 
ing. 
However that may be, the fact is 
one cannot enter a church in Italy 
without finding a crowd of devout 
people, just as many men as 
women—and many of the former 
in uniform, 

Formality Disappears. 

I attended ca of the great 
Wednesday audiences which the 
Pope grants to the rank and file 
of the Italian people. There was 
no rigid formality of dress, such 
as there used to be when I first 
visited Rome years ago. ; 
Some of the men were even in 
workers’ overalls. There was no 
mistaking that this wags an as- 
semblage of “the people,” throng- 
ing to receive the Papal blessing. 
There were newly married pairs 
and young parents, accompanied 
by their children. There were 
nearly 2000 persons in the large 
golden hall where I was and just 
as many in two adjoining halls, 
At first they were silent, look- 
ing curiously on at the splendor of 
the Papal footmen in red coats 
and the Papal chamberlaing in 
their black silk robes with golden 
chains. 

Suddenly there was a stir among 
the people; a thin, white figure 
was visible on the platform, ac- 
companied by several dignitaries 
of the church, 

Everywhere in the throng, white 
handkerchiefs fluttered like a 
thousand doves. The people 
clapped hands (an Italian custom 
at Papal audiences) and shouted: 
“Evviva il Papa” (“long live the 
Pope.”) 

Pope Pius XII raised his hands 
and all present kneeled while he 
spoke the words of blessing. 

His address was very short—a 
fatherly address in which he asked 
them not to despair and to pray 
for their loved ones in the prison 
camps. Many of them had brought 
pictures of their soldier sons along 
and held them up to be blessed 
during the audience. 

Then the Pope visited each hall, 
remaining more than an hour as 
he moved among the people. 

As I watched his thin figure, 
with its pale, ascetic face, moving 
graciously and sympathetically 
through the dense crowd, the 
thought occurred to me that Pius 
XII will probably be a greater 
factor in the future of the Italian 
people and a more. significant 
figure than any other Pope of 
modern times.

BERNE, July 24. 
COMPLETE change in the 
Nazi defense strategy for 
France is reported in a Mar- 
seilles dispatch to the Tribune de 
Geneve today. The German high 
command, this source says, is 
transferring the bulk of its forces 
from the coast into the center of 
the country. 

Until the beginning of June, the 
correspondent writes, there was 
enormous concentration of Ger- 
man troops in Marseilles. Since 
then, these forces have been 
moved to a “more central posi- 
tion” from which they can be 
rushed easily to any threatened 
point. The position chosen, accord- 
ing to the report, is Lyon. 
During recent weeks an accumu- 
lation of artillery and air force 
units and Nazi shock troops have 
been rushed to the Rhone Valley 
while Field Marshal Gen, Erwin 
Rommel has installed himself at 
St. Cyr au Montdore, 10 miles 
west of Lyon. 

Lyon, with its numerous railroad 
lines and stations, allows for the 
rapid dispatch of troops in eve-y 
direction, and the German high 
command has amassed thousands 
of locomotives and trucks there. 
The Reich’s military leaders be- 
lieve, the writer says, that an Al- 
lied landing in France may be 
attempted at any moment, Con- 
sequently they are keeping at 
their disposal “extremely powerful 
forces” to meet it, 

Certain German regiments which 
have been resting in the north, 
the correspondent reveals, are now 
being sent to Italy. But the elite 
troops are in the center of France 
in constant readin .c 

Further significant indications 
mentioned include the daily move- 
ment of troops and considerable 
quantities of war material and the 
widening of all airdromes in the 


Rhone, Saone and Loire Depart- 
ments. 


ELLIOTT ROOSEVELT

EMOTE as may be the day 
R of complete Allied victory in 

Europe and great as the cost 
to achieve it, a ttern of disaster 
for the Axis on all fronts was fast 
expanding this week. 

From Russia to Sicily, from the 
Solomons to the Kurile Islands of 
Japan and in the Aleutians, the 
Axis was feeling the weight of 
United Nations power, the implaca- 
ble will to force unconditional sur- 
render, The Nazi U-boat menace 
in the Atlantic seemed more than 
ever doomed.

At the week end, 
they were well on thé way to 
clearing most of the great Italian 
island, vital as a base of opera- 
tions against the European conti- 
nent itself, Only Britain's Eighth 
Army veterans on the east flank 
still weré meeting bitter Nazi re- 
sistance on the Cantania sector— 
and there were reports that the 
American Seventh Army, its heavy 
fighting done in the west, was 
moving toward Catania to give the 
British a hand, 


Italian Plight. : : 
Out of reported Hitler-Mussolini 
conferences came no word of con- 
solation for Italians that greater 
German intervention yet ~--ight 
save them from Allied vengeance. 
By every rey rt from European 
listening posts, Mussolini pleaded 
in vain for help. Hitler could not 
spare the men nor the planes from 
Russia or his bomb-blasted home 
front to rescue his Italian accom- 
plice,. There were rumors, indeed, 
that he had offered Mussolini only 
the doubtful consolation of refuge 
in Austria if the war-sick Italian 
people turned on him, And from

British naval guns and bombs 
began feeling out the Italian main-

A brief sea attack put Crotone, 
at the éastern portal of the Gulf 
of Taranto, between the toe and 
heel of the Italian boot, under fire. 
London speculation was that the 
raid was to cripple the round- 
about rail transportation system 
for reinforcements bound for 
Sicily. That may be true, but 
there are other possible explana- 
tions, 


Across the gulf, in the depth 
of which still lurks part of Italy's 
scattered and ineffective sea pow- 
er, lies Apulia, the “heel” province 
of Italy. From Apulia’s eastern 
shore it is less than 50 miles to 
Albania and the Greek peninsula. 
In Allied hands, Apulia would be 
of incalculable value in pressing 
an air attack to pave the way 
for a surge across the Eastern 
Mediterranean to knock at the 
Aegean postern gate of the Nazi 
fortress of Europe. 


Proximity of Oil Fields. 

Allied séizure of air fields in 
Apulia would place heavy bomb- 
ers within 600 miles of the Ru- 
manian oil fields. Those fields 
are the Achilles heel of the whole 
German war effort. 

A crushing air blow at Ploesti 
and its oil wells and pipelines per- 
haps would do more to help Rus- 
sia destroy the German Army on 
her front and shorten the struggle 
in Europe than any other one 
thing the Allies could do. 

From the Italian heel province 
Allied air power could carry for- 
ward a long, swift stride against 
Italy, the Greek peninsula, Adri- 
atic and Aegean shipping and 
even against Germany's war fac- 
tories south and east of Berlin or 
against Berlin itself. This latter 
would supplement the air raids 
now carried out against Germany 
from British bases.

‘Baltic States Soviet.’ 


They will be developed rather 
than abandoned after the war, it 
is plainly indicated. “Baltic states 
were and will be Soviet,” said an 
editorial recently in the army or- 
gan, Red Star. This article ap- 
peared the day after a third’ an- 
niversary meeting this week, in 
celebration of the formation of the 
Baltic republics as part of the 
U. 8S. S.zR., at which representa- 
tives of the various governments 
spoke, 

The Soviets are also, determined 
that no “cordon sanitaire” or com- 
bination of hostile states shall be 
permitted to develop along Rus- 
sia's eest frontier, This is reason- 
able from the Soviet point of view, 
but may lend itself most easily to 
propaganda by those seeking to 
maintain the old bogey of Rus- 
sian “interference” in the affairs 
of other countries. 

The matter is discussed in a 
recent issue of the journal War 
and Working Classes, 

The article points out that hos- 
tile elements, particularly in Po 
land, are active in agitating for 
such an Eastern European confed- 
eration claiming that it will be 
aimed against Germany. Actually, 
such a group would be directed 
against the Soviet Union, the jour- 
nal says, 

It was this that prompted it to 
“recall” England’s guarantee of 
full co-operation. 


Differences Cited. 


Even were it not for the prob- 
able anti-Soviet bias of such a fed- 
eration, it would be unworkable, 
the journal continues. It would be 
impossible, it says, to group to- 
gether “democratic Czechoslovakia, 
monarchic Rumania and feudal 
Poland.” It points out that Hun- 
gary and Rumania seem incapable 
of solving the Transylvanian ques- 
tion, while the Poles and Czechs 
still face ‘e difficult problem of 
the Teschen area, 


There are friendly references to 
the Czechs for their insistence that 
the agreement they have already 
signed with the Poles must be de- 
veloped in the spirit of the Czech 
agreement with Moscow. 


Observers here are convinced 
that the Soviet Union’s principal 
hope is the emergence of a stable, 
liberal, friendly, but by no means 
necessarily Communistic, govern- 
ment in Europe with which Mos-

ECENT weeks provide some hints about the basic premises of 
Russia's postwar foreign policy. In estimating this it must be 
remembered the Soviet Union will be completely realistic. It 
will base its postwar policy on two fundamental demands. 

The first is a frontier that is defensible. 

The second is a prolonged period of secure peace for the tre 
mendous task of rebuilding, the immensity of which can hardly be 
appreciated even by those who have seen the destruction that two 
years of war has already caused in this country, 


vaguely projected system of cok 
lective security. 
Revolutions Certain. 

That there will be revolutions is 
a certainty. No people worth its 
salt could approach freedom with- 
out some violence after a period 
of suppression such as that under 
which all Europe has suffered. But 
this is a feature which, more than 
anything else, will mislead and 
confuse thinking outside Europe, 
particularly in America. 3 

The plain fact seems to be that 
the Soviet Union's sole interest is 
that if there are such revolutions 
they should succeed. Who leads 
them seems a matter of no con- 
cern so long as they are not hos- 
tile to the Soviet Union, 

Such revolutions would naturally 
stem from bitter opposition to con- 
servative ideas. Whether they 
would be Communist-led or Com- 
munist-inspired seems to be a mat- 
ter of purely local circumstances. 

How the announcement this week 
of the manifesto by the “Commit- 
tee for Free Germany” fits inte 
the general picture is not yet 
clear. Some observers feel that it 
is a symptom of the new uneasi- 
ness about Allied strategy. This 
uneasiness would instantly be dis- 
solved with the establishment of « 
“real” second front. 

The validity of such a front the 
Soviet Union will measure in the 
only terms in which it is now in- 
terested—how much of the Nazi 
force will be drained away from 
the Eastern front. 


On Collective Security. 


Suggestions for postwar collec 
tive security up to now have been 
nebulous, but the Soviet Union's 
desire to be a partner rather than — 
a majority stockholder may be 
detected by the alacrity with which 
the Russian news agency, Tass, 
denied reports that Soviet pres- 
sure has been responsible for lim- 
iting a central United Nations 
restoration committee to the four 
great powers. The proposal, Tass 
said, came from the United States, 

Such a philosophy lies, it is be- 
lieved, behind Moscow’s present 
relationship with the French Com- 
mittee for National Liberation, 
and particularly with Gen. Charles 
De Gaulle, who by no stretch of 
the imagination could be consid- 
ered Communistic. Toward Gen. 
Henri H. Giraud, Soviet opinion 
is more reserved, as outlined in 
@ recent press comment in Trud, 
Soviet labor organ, which pointed 
out that Giraud has a und 
of association with Vichy to live 
down. 


The abolition of the Comintern 
bears closely on this whole ques 
tion. It was a plain offer to co- 
operate with the rest of the world, 
World revolution seems farthest 
from Moscow's mind at the pres 
ent time, 

What the Soviet Union wants is 
world peace, but on a wholly dif- 
ferent basis than during the un- 
stable period since the last war 
which permitted Germany to build 
up its forces to a point where its 
bid for world domination came 
within an ace of succeeding.

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Taps for the WPA: Agency Gave 
Jobs and a New Grip on Life to 


8 Million in 8 Turbulent Years f 


One-Fifth of Nation’s Workers on Rolls at One 
Time or Another—Butt of Jokes Until 
Country Realized Need It Filled and Na- 


tional Wealth It Created.

The case history ofthe WPA. is 
not placid. Its course was turbu- 
lent, packed with pathos and per- 
cussion, filled with the drama, the 
strains and stresses of its compon- 
ent workers. Now that its course 
has been run, baskets of dry sta- 
tistics summarizing its concrete 
accomplishments can give only a 
skeleton outline of the story. Its 
eharacterization and color and 
most significant meaning are in- 
terwoven in the lives of the eight 
and a half million men and women 
who at one time or another were 
on WPA rolls. 


Geared to Nation’s Economy. 

President Rovsevelt, in ordering 
dissolution of the agency, said: 
“The WPA has reached a creative 
hand into every county in this na- 
tion. It has added to the na- 
tional wealth, has repaired the 
wastage of depression and has 
strengthened the country to bear 
the burden of war. By employing 
eight millions of Americans, with 
30 millions of dependents, it has 
brought to these people renewed 
hope and courage. It has main- 
tained and increased their work- 
ing skills; and it has enabled them 
once more to ‘take their rightful 
places in public or in private em- 
ployment.” 

When the President issued his 
stop-work order last Dec. 4, eight 
million persons had been employed 
in work relief since the WPA was 
set up in 1935; by the time the last 
worker was cut from the payroll 
June 30, the’ total was a half mil- 
lion more. The rolls have been 
flexible, expanding accordian-like 
when the nation’s economy faltered 
and contracting when business 
thrived, an inverse index of the 
country’s economic stability. 

From a peak of 3,334,594 in No- 
vember, 1939, the number had 
dipped to 350,000 by last Decem- 
ber. The turnover, always fast- 
paced, had accelerated even more 
in recent years as war industries 
and private enterprise absorbed 
more and more workers. 

Administrators’ Headaches, 

Thus about one-fifth of the na- 
tion's workers were on WPA rolls 
at various times. The effect of 
putting them to work instead of 
giving them the dole when they 
were down and spiritually out can- 
not be told in terms of bridges built 
and docks repaired. Glimpses into 
their lives, as affected by the 
psychological paycheck paid by 
the WPA, will best be revealed in 
the novels and plays and musical 
@ompositions of WPA alumni. One 
novel portraying a section of this 
drama was written by Jack Balch, 
a member of the Post-Dispatch 
staff, and tells far more in its 
first chapter about the real mean- 
ing of this agency to the individual 
than columns of figures could. 

The WPA, first established as 
the Works Progress Administra- 
tion, had many rock moments. The 
strike at the Writers’ Project in 
St. Louis, later fictionalized in 
Balch’'s novel, “Lamps at High 
Noon,” was no isolated disruption; 
there were walkouts, mass pro- 
tests, wholesale firings in other 

of the country. The Work- 
ers’ Alliance, an organization of 
the unemployed spawned from the 
slough of depres ‘on, gave WPA 
edministrators frequent headaches. 

There were thundering charges 
that Communists had infiltrated 
heavily into WPA ranks, and Con- 

passed a law withholding 
work relief from any known Com- 
munist or Nazi sympathizer. In 
New York, Arts Project drama- 
tists staged plays with social 
meaning, and reactionaries wailed 
in high dudgeon, demanded their 
removal from the rolls. WPA art- 
ists painted murals with bold so- 
ciological strokes, and sometimes 
were barred. Federal symphony 
orchestras, playing in parks and 
municipal auditoriums, sometimes 
got in jams with the musicians’ 
unions. Actors Equity clashed over 
the status of W”A members. The 
impact of the WPA upon the coun- 
try was both deep and tempes- 
tuous. 

But perhaps the most insidious 
and effective sabotaging of the 
agency came in the form of a 
pseudo-lighthearted jesting, born 
of an iota of fact. The fact, as 
explained to the Post-Dispatch the 
other day by George H. Field, 
former WPA Deputy Commis- 
sioner, was that at an early period 
in the history of the organization 
masses of workers were kept wait- 
ing for material. and had little to 
do in the meantime. Sometimes a 
little loafing was unavoidable; and 
so the jokes rippled up and down 
the land, fanned and exaggerated 
by many who had only contempt 
for persons who couldn’t find jobs 
in private industry when there 
weren't any to be found. The word 
“boondoggling” was added to the 
English language. 

And Then, Recognition. 

Gradually the nation as a whole 
awoke to the realization that those 
on work relief were not a strange 
hybrid of shabby shovel-leaners 
from Mars but were rank-and-file 
Americans left high and dry by 
the recession of employm@gnt, 


of, 


by World War II. 


through no fault of their own. It 
learned that it was vital to pre- 
serve the skill, the work habits, 
the health and the morale of its 
unemployed labor supply. 

And it looked around, tod, at 
the more visible results. Towns, 
counties, states vied with one an- 
other in seeking approval for local 
projects. The jesting ceased. When 
war came, the final telling chapter 
on the WPA’s usefulness was writ- 
ten, for hundreds of thousands of 
workers had been building air- 
ports, constructing highways es- 
sential to transportation of troops 
and equipment, erecting barracks 
and other military necessities, 

If statistics must be given, here 
are a few: WPA workers con- 
structed more than 4500 buildings 
for the armed forces, reconstructed 
or improved more than _ 21,000 
others, built or enlarged 550 hos- 
pitals. They built pill boxes and 
gun emplacements, sodded ammu- 
nition dumps, laid out firing zones, 
set up target ranges, barbed wire 
fences, alarm systems, sandbag 
barricades, They built 285 air- 
ports, improved and enlarged al- 
most twice that number. 


Million Meals for Children. 


By June 30, 1942, the WPA had 
built 644,000 miles of highways, 
roads and streets, including many 
that gave access to airports, mili- 
tary and naval reservations, and 
war production centers. Hundreds 
of thousands of persons were 
trained by the WPA for war jobs. 
War projects accounted for two- 
fifths of all WPA expenditures dur- 
ing the fiscal year that ended 
June 30, 1942—335 million dollars 
having been spent for such 
projects, 


Through its school lunch pro- 
gram, the WPA served almost a 
million hot meals to school chil- 
dren in the eight years of ‘its opef- 
ation. WPA sewing projects, pro- 
viding jobs for needy unemployed 
women, produced 400 million gar- 
ments and 104 million other 
articles for distribution among 
needy families and institutions. 
The WPA ran 1500 child care 
centers, with special emphasis on 
the children of mothers employed 
in war industries. WPA artists 
designed about 75,000 war posters, 
from which three million reproduc- 
tions were made for use by the 
armed forces and the Office of 
Civilian Defense, 


Since the beginning of the WPA 
program in July, 1935, the Govern- 
ment has spent $10,111,103,886 for 
WPA work. Of this sum, $8,969,- 
568,214, or 88.7 per cent, was for 
wages. State and local sponsors, 
who proposed the various projects 
to meet the needs of their com- 
munities and to provide work for 
those whom they cértified, fur- 
nished $2,825,496,114, or 21.8 per 
cent of the aggregat® cost of the 
program. Average wage of a 
WPA project worker was only $652 
a year. , 

A postscript to the life of the 
agency, attesting to its watchful- 
ness up to the final curtain, is the 
announcement that essential WPA 
records that would have required 
325,000 steel filing cabinets to 
store at an annual rental of $450,- 
000, have been microfilmed. Only 
135 cabinets are needed to store 
the microfilm, and they will con- 
tain film images of more than 400 
million records. 


In those cabinets are the records 
of a great experiment, the first of 
its kind in the nation, and one 
that everyone fervently hopes will 
never be necessary again. In the 
eyes of the Chief Executive, the 
experiment has been a notable suc- 
cess. Said he: “I am proud of the 
Works Projects Administration or- 
ganization. It has displayed cour- 
age and determination in the face 
of uninformed criticism. 

“The knowledge and experience 
of this organization will be of 
great assistance in the considera- 
tion of a wel! rounded public 
works program for the postwar pe- 
riod. With the satisfaction of a 
good job well done, and with a 
high sense of integrity, the WPA 
has asked for and earned, an 
honorable discharge.”

homa City, on the Federal] bench 
to succeed in. advance a Judge ap- 
pointed in 1928 by a Republican 
President. The Republican-appoint- 
ed Judge, Edgar S. Vaught, is over 
the retirement age of 70, but has 
given no indication that he intends 
to leave the bench. 

The Democrats concluded that 
Judge Vaught plans to wait until 
after the 1944 election on the 
chance that a Republican Presi- 
dent would be elected and a Re- 
publican Judge appointed to Judge 
Vaught’s place. To sew up the 
situation in advance, the Demo- 
cratic Senators created a second 
judgeship in the district and pro- 
vided that the first vacancy is not 
to be filled. Since the litigation in 
the district does not keep one 
Judge busy, the Democrats have 
in effect put a reserve judgeship in 
the icebox against the day when 
Judge Vaught retires. 

The way to test the morals of 
this is to consider how it would 
be for the party in power to cre- 
ate second judgeships in all. dis- 
tricts in the country for the ex- 
press purpose of filling them in 
advance of the coming of a new 
national administration, 

The Chandler appointment cre- 
ated a bitter row in the United 
States Senate, with Senator Langer 
of North Dakota leading the fight 
against it. The long-drawn-out 
controversy was settled last May 
when the Democrat was confirmed 
by a party vote, 28 Senators op- 
posing the nomination.

tainers, servants have all but dis- 
appeared. Britishers .predict that 
neither women nor men will want 
to go. back to domestic service 
when the war ends. Living will 
be greatly simplified. 


One reason it will inevitably be 
simplified is the reduction of all 
top-bracket incomes, War taxes 
have cut in heavily and will con- 
tinue to do so in the period of re- 
construction. What Britain’s eco- 
nomic position will be in the post- 
war world is a major question. 


That depends in part on the 
answer to other questions. Prime 
Minister Churchill has said that 
Britain intends to “hold her own,” 
which presumably means colonies 
in the Far East from which the 
British formerly derived large in- 
direct benefits. While the British 
Government received no revenue 
from India, and even contributed 
to India’s protection and safety, 
British merchants and manufactur- 
ers have in the past received enor- 
mous benefits from a preferential 
trade position there. This helped 
to make possible a higher living 
standard in the British Isles than 
could have been sustained other- 
wise. In the same way the Dutch 
were able to maintain a relatively 
high living standard at home, 
thanks to the Netherlands East 
Indies, 

Postwar Considerations. 

After the war it may not be pos- 
sible, for a variety of reasons, to 
preserve this preferential position. 
India had made long strides to- 


‘ward industrialization and Indian 


industrialists had grown increas- 
ingly resentful of British restraints. 
Among the vast brown and yellow 
millions of the East is a purpose- 
ful stirring that cannot be denied. 
There are many here as well as in 
America who believe that all col- 
onies should be put under a form 
of economic mandate to insure an 
orderly evolution toward both po- 
litical and financial independence 
within a fixed period of years. 


Moving into the age of steam a 
hundred years ago, Britain took 
industrial leadership and held it. 
It was thanks to her farmflung 
commerce, back by her navy, 
that these isles were able to pro- 
vide for a population far beyond 
that which could conceivably be 
self-sustaining. With the spread 
of industrialism after 1918, the 
British position was weakened; ad- 
justments were made reluctantly. 
The pressure after the end of this 
war is certain to be greater, Mil- 
lions of Britishers, it has been pre- 
dicted, will have to emigrate after 
the war to Australia and other 
sparsely settled areas where there 
is opportunity for development. 


That would be hard, These peo- 
ple have a profound attachment 
for their mist-shrouded- islands. 
Efforts to increase emigration in 
the past have met with limited 
success, So much of tradition and 
history adhere to every corner of 
“this other Eden, this demi-para- 
dise.” Economic realities are one 
thing but just as real is the love 
of land and home. 


Deep Trait of Character. 


This is one of the deepest traits 
in British character. They are 
rarely given to patriotic speeches; 
the national passion for under- 
statement cloaks their deeper emo- 
tions. Nevertheless, it is there and 
it is one of the reasons Britain 
promises to come out of the war 
with an underlying strength and 
security. 


Another reason which also lies 
at the root of character is the 
patience of these people. Ameri- 
cans often find it irritating, they 
regard their acceptance of their lot 
as dumb passivity; but in times of 
crisis it is a solid rock, They 
accept sacrifice, they accept their 
fate, 


Most Britishers have no extrava- 
gant illusions as to what will come 
out of the war. They expect—or, 
rather, hope for—a fairer order 
both at home and in the interna- 
tional field, but they know it will 
not be the millennium, They know 
‘very well how close their escape 
has been from conquest and slav- 
ery and for that escape they are 
grateful. It may take.a hundred 
years to repair the ravages of this 
war—physical, spiritual, mental. If 
through it, however, they shall 
have escaped the dark obliteration 
that Nazi conquest of Europe and 
the world would have meant, then 
they will accept their lot. That is 
British patience.

Typical cases in which indict- 
ments have been returned and 
which are awaiting trial include 
that of a Georgia sheriff, deputy 
sheriff and a policeman in the kill- 
ing of a Negro and of an Atlanta 
(Ga.) policeman charged with 
branding a Negro with a hot iron 
in order to extort a confession. 


A vote fraud indictment, involv- 
ing ballot box stuffing and naming 
99 defendants, was returned re- 
cently in Harlan County, Ky. Two 
Hatch Act cases are pending in 
Philadelphia, one charging Federal 
officials with using their authority 
to influence a Federal election and 
the other charging political solici- 
tation from relief workers, 


Florida and Arkansas. 


In Florida, a grand jury at 
Tampa indicted the United States 
Sugar Corporation, charging that it 
held its employes in peonage on a 
sugar plantation in the Everglades. 
The same jury indicted a Florida 
county sheriff, Jeff Wiggins, 
charging he worked county prison- 
ers as slaves on his private farm. 
The grand jury,’ however, was 
found to have been chosen illegally 
because its members were selected 
from one city instead of from the 
ntire. district. The cases will be 
nted to another jury. 


Another case involves a City 
MarshaP in Arkansas, accused of 
using unwarranted physical vio- 
lence against union organizers. In 
Texas, a farmer is under indict- 
ment for forcing a Negro woman 
to perform forced labor after buy- 
ing her promissory note from a 
bank. Two other peonage cases 
are pending in that State. 


An indictment returned by a 
Federal grand jury at Meridian, 
Miss., charges that Donald Castle, 
a sawmill operator, forced a Negro 
at the point of a gun to go to his 
sawmill, where he whipped him, 
chained him with a log chain 
about his neck and then forced 
him to work against his will. The 
trial has been set for September. 


The Government recently lost a 
case in which an Alabama Sheriff 
and his deputy were charged with 
a long series of abuses committed 
against Negro prisoners in their 
custody. A verdict of acquittal was 
returned in the same atmosphere 
that marked the Hattiesburg trial 
when figuratively the Civil War 
was fought all over again in the 
court room, Often, it has been 
found, prejudicial obstacles ham- 
pering investigations and trials are 
predicated partly on the circum- 
stance that some of the cases rep- 
resent exemplifications of tradi- 
tional systems which convictions 


deep into the traditional mores of 
a community. 


Appeals to Supreme Court. 


Several cases instituted by the 
Civil Rights Section have been 
appealed to the Supreme Court. 
The court’s interpretation in some 
instances may have a far-reaching 
effect on future civil liberties pros- 
ecutions. 

One case, in which an appeal 
was. withdrawn last month, re- 
flected a slavery conviction at Cor- 
pus Christi, Tex. A farmer, Alex 
Skrobarczyk, and his daughter, 
were charged with holding a Negro 
as a slave. The farmer was sen- 
tenced to four years’ imprisonment 
and his daughter to two years 
after a jury heard testimony that 
for more than two years they had 
forced the Negro to work by whip- 
ping him with a horsewhip and 
beating him with chains and ropes. 

Asked how he felt on the de- 
fendants’ farm, the Negro testified: 

“I felt like a dog.” 

When asked how he felt after 
being freed, he replied; 

“I feel like a man.”

The Men Behind It. 

There are many angles to the 
move, 

Who is behind it? What strength 
will they have at the peacé con- 
ference?

This information comes from 
numerous. pamphléts and articles, 
published here and abroad, from 
underground papers and ‘signed 
pacts I have seen at the planning 
board; from talking to Dr. Feliks 
Gross, secretary of the planning 
board, who, before the war, was 
active in Polish labor unions, and 
from a talk with Dr. L. Baranski, 
former director of the Bank of 
Poland, who is just in from Lon- 
don to talk federation with Amer- 
icans. Dr. Baranski is now chief 
planner for the Polish Government- 
in-Exile, 

Who is behind the move? First, 
the executive members of this 
Planning Board. They concentrate 
on the social, economic and educa- 
tional fidfds. The political aspects 
are left to the governments-in-ex- 
ile in London. However, the 
board’s work is given strength by 
the fact that many of its members 
are also officials in the exiled gov- 
ernments. 


List of Board Members. 

Here’s the membership: 

Sava Kosanovich, Yugoslav Min- 
ister of State, who was a demo- 
cratic member of Parliament, and 
Boris Furlan, Yugoslav Minister of 
Education, who was an university 
professor before the war, Both 
men work in New York. 

Jan Masaryk, son of the first 
Czech President, who now is the 
Czech Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
and Jaromir Necas, Czech Minister 
of Reconstruction, who was the 
Minister of Public Works. Both 
work in London. 

In Cairo there is Greece’s Prime 
Minister, Emanuel Tsouderos, 

In New York there are two Pol- 
ish members of the board: Dr. 
Gross and Jan Stanczyk, formerly 
leader of the Polish Miners’ Union, 
and now Minister of Labor 

Benes a Supporter. 

Outside the board, many others 
in exile have expressed agreement: 

The late Gen. Wladislaw Sikor- 
ski of Poland, killed in a plane 
crash at Gibraltar, was a strong 
advocate. It is believed he was 
surrounded by enough men, 
strongly imbued with the idea of 
federation, for the Polish group in 
London to carry on, 

Eduard Benes, the 
President, has written a _ long 
pamphlet, urging federation. He’s 
scheduled for a tgip to Moscow, 
from London, for conferences. 

The plans for federation vary 
greatly: From a loose organization 
to a central governing council over 
all the countries. Several groups 
are at work on details, here and 
abroad, but, as yet, no single detail 
has been approved by all the gov- 
ernments-in-exile. 

Agreements Already Signed. 

Three definite steps have been 
taken. 

On Nov. 5, 1940, the Czech and 
Polish governments in exile 
signed a federation agreement. 

On Jan. 15, 1942, the Greek and 
Yugoslav leaders signed a similar 
agreement. 

Last November men from the 
four countries met in New York 
and voted a resolution of co-opera- 
tion. 

These groups, as yet, have no 
contact with men from Austria, 
Hungary, Rumania or Bulgaria. 
But they are going ahead, never- 
theless, with plans to revamp the 
whole region from the Baltic to 
the Aegean. 

Traffic Unions, 

Baranski, the Polish planner, has 
with him detailed maps to illus- 
trate the ideas of one group for 
merging the railroads, river traffic, 
canals, water power and coal fields. 
This with the aim of gaining lower 
costs and, therefore, better living 
standards for Central Europeans. 

What effect would a Central Eu- 
ropean federation have on other 
countries? Advocates hope it would 
mean peace for Europe. 

Two world wars have started in 
the area: At Sarajevo and in Po- 
land, and it’s hoped that a unified 
130,000,000 people—as against old 
Germany’s 70,000,000—can discour- 
age any future German aggression. 
The federationists believe that 
Russia must be accepted as a

Approval by Underground. 


What strength do these planners 
have behind them at home? 

Dr. Gross has just heard from 
the Poles.

In Czechoslovakia the Labor- 
Peasant underground, much the 
largest group, has messaged ap- 
proval of the Czech-Polish agree- 
ment. In Yugoslavia the board 
has heard from fighting Yugoslav 
youth, also in agreement. Nothing 
has been heard from any large 
Greek group. 

Most of the planners speak of 
a unified foreign policy as a fur- 
ther discouragement to any fu- 
ture war drive by Germany. But 
they recognize they can’t meet 
Germany alone. They want close 
postwar ties with the United Na- 
tions, 

The thinking looks to a com- 
mon money for the nine countries 
and abandonment of tariffs and 
customs. 

As to cultural and religious dif- 
ferences, Dr. Gross thinks they 
can be preserved under a demo- 
cratic system. 

English as Second Language. 

Many of the planners look for 
their ideas to the United States 
and to the British commonwealth, 
For that reason, one group in 
London will seek to make English 
the second language in all the 
schools. English would form a 
link with the democracies and it 
would give the countries a com- 
mon. language to facilitate the 
growth of a union, 

Educational plans have crystal- 
lized perhaps most solidly. Edu- 
cational leaders from Europe met 
here in April. They seek com- 
pulsory education up to 16 years 
of age. They want a free educa- 
tion and a wide exchange of teach- 
ers between their countries and 
the democracies,

ON STALIN AIMS IN 
CENTRAL EUROPE 


Socialist Leader Says Red 


Premier Plans to Call 
Tune in Germany After 
War. 


WASHINGTON, July 24 (AP).— 
Norman Thomas, leader of the So- 
cialist Party, declared today that 
Marshal Stalin of Russia has 
shown definitely that he “intends 
to call the tune” in Germany and 
central Europe in the postwar 
period. 

He based his opinion, expressed 
at a press conference, on the for- 
mation in Russia of a committee 
of German refugees and war 
prisoners and its appeal to Ger 
mans to revolt against Hitler. The 
appeal was publicized by the Com- 
munist Party in Russia. 

“Without waiting for a peace 
table,” Thomas contended, “Stalin 
has shown definitely that he is 
not going to permit a_  British- 
American army to police Germany 
and central Europe after the war. 
He’s in a position to block it. His 
army may reach Berlin first.” . 

But the Socialist leader declared 
that Stalin’s method of achieving 
his objective would not be through 
the use of his army, but by an 
appeal to the people of Germany 
in an attempt to bring them into 
the Communists ranks. And, he 
observed, Stalin’s aim “may make 
the training of all the American 
gaulieters somewhat superfluous.” 
He referred, he said, to the army’s 
action in training men to take 
over civilian posts in occupied 
countries. 

Meanwhile, the Socialist Nation- 
al Executive Committee called for 
creation of a nonpartisan commis- 
sion for economic demobilization 
to study postwar utilization of the 
Government’s estimated 25 billion 
dollar war plant investment. 

Maynard C. Krueger, committee 
chairman, declared that Jesse 
Jones, chairman of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation, 
“assumes of course that this great 
investment should be turned over 
to private enterprise by lease or 
sale, But this is only one, and 
probably the worst, of several al- “ 
ternative programs for the use of 
these publicly-owned plants.” 

He said the commission should 
study the alternatives of “opera- 
tion by public corporations, lease 
or sale to co-operatives, and gov- 
ernment operation.”

Rules for Hostesses. 


ELEN BENNETT, cousin of

sign up for any of the three 
shifts between five and midnight 
then are honor bound to be there 
at the appointed time. The Can- 
teen, sort of a busman’s holiday 
for theater people, is run on such 
a strictly business basis that any 
girl failing to appear for duty is 
quickly dropped from the roster 
of accredited hostesses. 


Kay Lorraine and Helen Ben- 
nett, like all other volunteers, 
were fingerprinted and carefully 
checked by the FBI before being 
allowed to serve. Once accepted, 
they are given a list of rules, 
which includes such admonitions 
as: 1. Do not ask questions con- 
cerning information about troop 
movements or ship sailings and 
stop immediately any man un- 
wittingly giving such informa- 
tion, 2. No hostess is to leave 
the canteen with a service man, 
nor should they meet him out- 
side in the vicinity of the Cane 
teen. 3. Do not give your tele- 
phone number or address, 4, No 
worker in the Canteen is al- 
lowed to eat there as its food 
has been donated for the exclus- 
ive use of the men. In spite of 
rule number 3, three marriages 
have been traced back to meet- 
ings at the Stage Door Canteen.

Watering a Garden 


By Christopher Billopp 


ATERING does a garden a lot of good; and, besides, it 
W is more restful than cutting the grass or weeding or 
digging. It enables you to appear energetic with the 
least expenditure of effort. 


Do your watering when your wife is away or busily en- 
gaged in the house. Otherwise she will object to your making 
the leaves look clean and shiny instead of soaking the ground. 
And she wil] not approve of your amusing yourself seeing if 
you can hit a bee at a range of 10 yards. She will suggest that 
if you want to test your marksmanship you had better go to a 
shooting gallery, 


Since a garden hose is made of rubber, a new one is hard 
to get, so the chances are yours will be an old one. Do not be 
surprised if the pressure suddenly dies and you see a fountain 
playing behind you. The leak may be stopped by wrapping 
tire tape around it. This done, the hose will be ready to burst 
in a new place. Thus the evening will be devoted to a few 
brief moments of watering sandwiched between a series of sur- 
gical operations. 


An odd characteristic of a garden hose is that no matter 
when or how you turn on the water the nozzle will always be 
pointed in your direction and you will get a jet of water in the 
face. This is unpleasant, but consider yourself fortunate that 
the hose is not a shotgun. 


Invariably the section of the lawn or the plants that most 
need watering are just out of range. A good deal of time, there- 
fore, will be spent unscrewing the hose from one outlet and 
dragging it to another. You will be surprised at how many tree 
roots and jagged stones a hose can find to snag itself on. To 
avoid this, roll the hose up and carry it over your arm, allowing 
the water to run out of the end and down your pants leg. 


It will be found that watering has a strange effect upon the 
weather. Drench your garden and immediately the heavens 
will send a downpour. Abandon the idea of watering and the 
storm that was about to break will change its mind and go the 
other way. 


If the season is a rainy one, there will be no need to water. 
But let there be a dry one and at once the local press will be 
full of warnings that the reservoir is drying up and it is a crime 
to use a garden hose. Remember the needs of the war indus- 
tries. Give your shrivelling tomato plants water and you may 
cause the tide of battle to shift unfavorably in the Southwest 
Pacific or on one of the European fronts, 


So, after all, you may have to go back to the watering pot. 
For what good is there in winning a few tomatoes if, in so 
Going, you lose the war? 


Dad at War, Mother Runs the Farm 


She Has Enthusiastic Help of Her Four Little Girls---One of Them, Age 9, Handles

FARMINGTON, Mo., July 24. 


N the middle of the night there 
| is a flicker of lantern flame in 

the barnyard on the Berghaus 
farm, moving from the cattle shed 
to the brooder house, It is carried 
by a slight, straight young woman, 
seeing to it that all’s well among 
her stock and that her baby chicks 
are cozily huddled. Vigils in the 
night are part of Mrs. Mary Berg- 
haus’ duties on the home front 
that she is holding while her hus- 
band, big Roy Berghaus, helps hold 
the fighting front in the South 
Pacific. 


You might think that Roy Berg- 
haus would have stayed on the 
farm instead of going far away to 
fight. He had every reason in the 
world for staying at-home. He 
was 36 years old. He was a farmer. 
He was the father of four little 
girls and another baby on the way. 
There was a mortgage on the 
farm. But he couln’t stay at 
home. Not after Pearl Harbor. 
There was an urge in ‘his heart 
that could not be denied. His wife 
sent him away with her blessing 
and a prayer for his return and 
took up the burden of running the 
farm and providing for her babies 
and helping to*feed the fighting 
men. 


Roy Berghaus and his wife are 
not farm folks in the sense of 
having spent their lives that way. 
Up to the time of their marriage, 
11 years. ago, they lived in St. 
Louis. Berghaus had studied law 
and had been admitted to the bar. 
He brought his bride to Farming- 
ton and opened an office. As a 
lawyer he was only fairly 
cessful. The fact that he was a 
city man may have been against 
him to some extent. Besides, the 
life was too sedentary. In St. 
Louis he had been an athlete and 
had won honors as a swimmer. He 
had a big cup to prove that he fin- 
ished first in the W. A. A. U. five- 
mile handicap swim in the Missis- 
sippi River in 1925. Farm life 'ap- 
pealed to him. His wife had never 
lived on a farm but she was willing 
to go along. ; 


Four miles out of town they 
found, not the farm of their 
dreams but a farm that would 
serve their needs, 91 acres of fair- 
ly good land and a homey house 
in the edge of a grove, and an ad- 
tional 31 acres to be bought later 
on. On their farm they toiled, 
learning by the rule of trial and 
error, for they didn’t know much 
about farming when they started, 
and loving it because it was their 
first real home. 


They did not at first prosper 
greatly, for they lacked the stock 
and equipment that were needed 
for /successful farming, but with 
Berghaus practicing a little law 
on the side they got along. The 
babies kept coming until there 
were four, but they all were girls, 
not the boys that are needed on a 
farm. They did not know it then 
but they know now that in a pinch 
girls can be almost as helpful as 
boys. 


x * * 


HEN came Pearl Harbor and 
T Bergnaus signed up with the 

Home Guard, but he felt that 
he should be doing more than that. 
Through the winter that followed, 
when there wasn’t much to be done 
on the farm, he worked in the St. 
Louis Ordnance Plant, Even that 
did not satisfy him. He wanted to 
dg more and serve his country 
better. 


In March, 1942, he made his de- 
cision. He would enlist. He talked 
it over with his wife. Her allot- 
ment would help, as he explained to 
her, and the farm would provide 
food for the family at least. Mrs. 
Berghaus wasn’t enthusiastic about 
it, as she now admits with a wry 
little smile, but she didn’t oppose 
it, for she knew her husband 
was driven by a sense of duty 
greater than the claims of his fam- 
ily. So she told him to go ahead. 
She and the children would get 
along somehow. 


Berghaus enlisted In the naval 
reserve as a steam fitter, for which 
his work at the Ordnance Plant 
had in a measure fitted him. The 
time between his enlistment and 
his call, which came in June, he 
and his wife worked feverishly get- 
ting the farm in the best possible 
shape. One of the needs was more 
and better stock, Berghaus talked 
about that with Richard T. Bart- 
lett, Farm Security Administration 
supervisor for St, Francois County. 
A loan was granted and additional 
stock was purchased. 


Day and night the man worked, 
getting the heaviér spring work 
done. A better barn was needed 
to shelter the new stock and for 
the storing of winter feed. Mrs. 
Berghaus helped her husband build 
it. When it was finished and they 
surveyed their work, they had to 
admit that/it wasn’t a beautiful 
barn, but it would serve well its 
intended uses. 

Berghaus spent a good deal of 
time teaching his wife and their 
99-year-old daughter, Mary Faith, 
who was to be her chief assistant, 
how to do his work after he was 
gone. Mary Faith was keen about 
it, and the way she took to me- 
chanical equipment showed that if

she had been consulted about it 
she would have been a boy. 

The two days that Berghaus had 
after his call came were crowded 
with final preparations and in- 
structions. At the end of the last 
day at home Berghaus looked 
around and was satisfied, for 
everything that he could do had 
been done. The family went with 
him to town to catch the 7 o’clock 
bus, but it was three hours late. 
They all: sat in the car those three 
hours, the last hours they would 
have together for a long time. 
Then the bus came: at last and 
Berghaus climbed aboard and 
waved good-by to his family. Mrs. 
Berghaus drove slowly home _ to 
face whatever might befall. “I was 
considerably lonesome,” she says. 


There was comfort for her in.the 
counsels of Supervisor Bartlett, 
who treated her as a ward of the 
Farm Security Administration, the 
more so since her husband had 


gone into the nation’s service. On 
his advice she concentrated on 
dairying and poultry raising and 
the raising of food for the family 
and feed for the stock. That was 
work which.she and Mary Faith, 
going on 10, could do, and there 
were Carol, 8 years old, and Sue, 
6, who could help with the chores. 
Perhaps something might even be 
found that could be done by little 
Judy, aged 3. And in the long- 
range view, Mrs. Berghaus hoped, 
when she had time to think about 
it, that the baby to come in Janu- 
ary would be a boy, for there was 
going to be work for a boy to do 
on the farm if the war lasted a 
long time, 


It was on the advice of Bartlett 
that she sold her horses and some 
other stock that did. not fit in with 
her dairy and feed-raising pro- 
gram, and bought a light tractor 
and equipment. It was a “lady's 
model” that she wanted and one

was found for her which she han- 
dles with the greatest of ease and 
which even Mary Faith, 10 years 
old now and.almost a woman, can 
put through its paces like a vet- 
eran jeep driver. 

With the farm so mechanized, 
the livestock that she had left, 
and with which she went through 
her first year, was one mare, seven 
cows, one heifer, one bull, one 
pure-bred Duroc Jersey sow, one

crops for 1942 were 15 acres of 
oats for hay, seven acres of sudan 
and peas for hay, five acres of 
sudan pasture, five acres of wheat 
and the rest in lespedeza-mixed 
hay for pasture.

RS. BERGHAUS waxes al-

their harvesting last fall: 
“We managed to put up enough 
hay to winter our stock. Mary 
Faith rode on the hay mower, 
a horse-drawn model, and saved 
me numberless trips up and 
down on the tractor. Later 
she drove the. tractor while I 
pitched hay to Carol and Sue, who 
tramped it down. Mary Faith also 
drove the tractor to lift the hay 
while I handled the harpoon, and 
Grandma, born and reared in the 
city, who had come out to help, 
did her bit as a walking telephone 
between us. Even little Judy 
helped when it came time to drive 
the cows. The only outside help 


we had all season was from one 
neighbor who drilled the 15 acres 
of oatS prepared by our tractor 
and me, Afterward he did the 


binding, as we had no binder. 


After school started another neigh- 
bor helped me a day and a half 
putting up a large hay stack. 

“We fed our five hogs, two brood 
sows and some chickens. We also 
sold $295 worth of calves in 1942. 
Our garden was nothing to brag 
about for neatness, but we raised 
enough to feed ourselves through 
the summer and can quite a bit 
for the winter. 


“Altogether I suppose it wasn’t 
a bad summer’s work, but it was 
acomplished by earnest co-opera- 
tion of our very seriously minded 
family, each member intent on pro- 
ducing food for ourselves and 
beefsteaks and pork chops for 
those who are out there defend- 
ing our green fields and blue 
skies, our seabee daddy among 
them.” 

Now it is another year and Mrs. 
Berghaus and the girls are buck- 
ling down for a hard summer's 
work, 


It is haying time on the farm 
and the Berghaus haymakers, Mrs. 
Berghaus and three of her small 
daughters, are off to the field, 10- 
year-old Mary Faith driving the 
tractor, to which the hay wagon

Sense of Humor 
Necessary Quality

ASE Z-179: Sterling Morton, aged about 55, is an outstand- 
( ing business executive and one of Chicago's great civic 
leaders. “I have come across a new definition of horse 
sense,” he remarked recently. “It is that sense which keeps 
horses from betting on the per- 
formance of human beings! I 
thought I'd pass it along to you, Dr. 
Crane, for your enjoyment. I know 
you are strong for horse sense.” 
DIAGNOSIS: 

At first glance, that paragraph 
may not seem very significant, but 
it really brings out several impor- 
tant characteristics of great men. 

In the first place, please notice 
that Mr. Morton has a sense of 
humor. 

And his humor is not the dyspeptic 
or dry variety that might be asso- 
ciated with introverts who deal chiefly with inanimate objects 
like chemicals, ledger sheets, machine tools, etc. 


No, his humor is more typical of the versatile person who 
likes humanity and enjoys hobnobbing with his fellow citizens. 
In short, it reveals a man who is not a misanthrope but a lover 
ef people. 
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Besides, his delight in passing along a clever remark is 
more indicative of the extrovertive salesman or jolly good 
fellow. He doesn’t induige in a silent chuckle and then 
“hoard” his humor, but he keeps it in circulation for others 
to enjoy. He is obviously not a miser or Silas Marner. 
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@ THIS TENDENCY to share humor is often a revealing com- 
mentary on one’s generosity in general. It certainly holds true 
here, for Sterling Morton has given of his time and money as 
liberally as any citizen in Chicago. If you distant readers want 
to check upon that point, just consult the current issue of 
“Who's Who” and observe the activities of this versatile Ameri- 
ean. 
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Few men attain success, save possibly in the field of 
pure science and invention, unless they have a good sense of 
humor, And a keen sense of humor is only another way 
of saying a person has a wide perspective of life so he 
doesn’t let petty things distort his vision of the true values 
in society. 
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@ HUMOR IS one of the chief distinguishing marks that 
separate men from other animals. The animal kingdom seems 
to be practically devoid of it, at least among the adult members 
of the various mammals below mankind. For humor presup- 
poses not only a fairly high degree of abstract intelligence, but 
also a great deal of human experience or “social intelligence.” 


An engineer or chemist, or mathematically precise financier, 
might attain fame without possessing much sense of humor, 
but he’d be as socially boorish as Scrooge. 

Finally, please observe that Mr. Morton is a keen reader of 
the daily newspapers. He gleans far more from it than most 
people, for his diversified interests make more items intriguing | 


to his eye. 


Keeping Cool 


By Dr. Mary MacFadyen 


HERE are ways to make hot and uncomfortable summer 
days more endurable. 
Nature has provided us with our own cooling system 
The blood flows nearer the skin where 
it can be cooled: perspiration is in- 
creased and when it evaporates 
there is a cooling effect. 

Our summer diet should keep our 
“fires” burning low. Warm weather 
meals should generally be lighter 
and lower in calories than the win- 
ter diet, because we don’t have to 
generate heat to keep us warm. Hot 
weather menus should be built 
around salads, fresh fruits, green 
vegetables and fruit drinks. Save 
macaroni, spaghetti and other 
starchy foods for colder days. Meat, 
too, may be restricted to smaller 

portions and served less frequently—so pooh to meat shortages 


on hot days! 


for warmer weather. 
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Cooling drinks for warm days may be orange juice, 
lemonade or limeade. These vitamin C drinks are 
especially good as an aid in beating the heat. Tomato 
juice also contains vitamin C and is a good addition 
te summer diets; salt can be added. Iced coffee or tea 
may also be on the menus. Some folks stick te hot 
coffee on even the hottest days, saying that it cools 
them; they may have something there, for it increases 
perspiration and when this evaporates it has a cooling 
effect. 
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@ PLENTY OF WATER is necessary on warm days, to make 
up for loss by perspiration. In some factories the workers drink 
galt water or take salt tablets, which help them stand the heat 
better by making up for what is Jost in the perspiration. Sprin- 
kling extra salt on your food may be all that you need do, if 
you don’t go in for strenuous work. 
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Exercise should be limited in hot weather. Go in 
for light exercise only, if you are not in trim. And 
don’t play golf or tennis in the heat of the day. Wait 
until it is cooler, especially if the air is muggy and still 
In such weather, evaporation of sweat is slowed up and 
the body can’t effectively do its job of cooling by sweat 
evaporation. 
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@ FREQUENT BATHING is a good way to cool off and it 
is refreshing. For this purpose, a shower is better than a tub 
bath, as the temperature can be regulated more easily. Start 
with warm water and taper off very gradually to cool, Avoid 
the sudden shock of cold water.

NEW YORK, July 24. 
N creating fashion themes for 
women to wear this autumn, 
America’s leading designers in 
this new world style center have 
found events of the present suffi- 
ciently inspiring without delving 
into the past for their ideas.

Ordinary Person Would ‘Not Have Suspected That She

Detectives Quickly Picked Up Her Trail After Robbery

OW does a detective look for 
Heiews? 

Well, the slightest deviation 
from normal behavior may be a 
lead or it may start him on a wild 
goose chase. Often, however, it is 
not that simple. 


Sometimes actions that bear ev- 
ery evidence of being perfectly 
normal would cause gooseflesh to 
the observer if he knew their true 
significance. 


For instance, every observer of 
the eternally feminine (and what 
man isn’t?) has noted certain in- 
evitable delays before the ladies of 
his party are ready to go anywhere 
important. Even after they are 
actually out of the house, there 
are usually a few more last-minute 
readjustments, fidgetings and 
scamperings back to the boudoir 
before they finally get into the car. 
It is as normal as the sunrise. 
Nothing is to be deduced from it 
except that they are clothed at 
last, and in their right minds. 


Yet such was not the correct 


deduction for just such behavior, 
early one winter morning of 1929, 
in front of a New York night 
club. Two women, befurred and 
bejeweled, stepped through the 
door accompanied by a man. While 
the doorman summoned their li- 
mousine the two women fussed and 
fidgeted with gloves and furs, pat- 
ted their hair, peered into their 
pocketbooks and made other femi- 
nine gestures. 


Did that signify anything? 
Their escort and the chauffeur 


' didn’t think so.. 


Behind them emerged another 
woman, also befurred and bejew- 
eled. While waiting for her escort 
to come out, this lady gave a cas- 
ual glance up and down the street, 


then she touched the back of her’ 


hat with her left hand and closed 
the collar of her coat. This was 
not quite satisfactory apparently, 
because she reached in with her 
right and readjusted something, 
perhaps her necklace. . 

After those few moves her han 
fell to her side and she was evi- 
dently ready to go. She looked 
back toward the door from which 
her escort soon emerged, the two 
got into a taxi and went away. 
Could any importance be attached 
to her movements? 

Four men who had been sitting 
in a parked sedan for some time 
thought so, because one of them 
interpreted to the others the mean- 
ing of every move she made, and 
the black sedan promptly got go- 
ing. It did not follow the third 
woman’s taxi, but the limousine 
containing the first two. 

A robbery was on its way to hap- 
pen. 
The actions of the first two wom- 
en meant nothing; but those of the 
third were carefully rehearsed sig- 
nals whose meaning only one man 
in the sedan could catch. 
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HE reader may wonder if a 
T 2004 detective, out in the street 

and not knowing any of the 
persons involved, could have 
guessed that a crime was about to 
be committed. He could indeed 
and, had he been stationed there 
to watch over the club’s patrons, 
probably would have taken steps 
to prevent it. 

Detectives have to be mind-com- 
prehenders, but that does not mean 
mind readers and therefore the de- 
tective could have gotten nothing 
from her motions. However, he 
would have been made alert and 
suspicious by the presence of the 
four men sitting silently for more 
than an hour in that parked car. 
This would have caused him to 
take careful stock of those men 
inside. 

Only a blind man would have 
missed these first two wonders, 
one of them glittering like a 
Christmas tree and the other only 
slightly less so. He would have 
seen most of the other patrons 
staring at them with various de 
grees of open envy. 

Here and there a few would not 
stare quite so frankly. At a table 
rather close, he would take special 
note that the third woman and her 
escort appeared the most mannerly 
of all, scarcely looking at the glit- 
tering ladies. 

The club’s hostess would inform 
him that the pair were Mrs. 
George Weiner and Mrs, Estelle 
Schieber, and the substantial if 
somewhat-bored looking escort was 
Mrs. Weiner’s husband, important- 
ly rich. That would be about all 
the detective would need to know 
in order to lay his plans and 
watch for developments from the 
outside. 3 

When the Christmas trees came 
out, followed by the well-mannered 
lady, he would take for granted 
that she signalled something which 
caused the sedan to start after 
the limousine and that incident 
would have had a different ending. 
But there was no detective, no de- 
ductions and therefore this is 
what happened. 

The black sedan gave the Weiner 
car a block headstart, then fol- 
lowed. In the midtown section it 
stayed close behind. When 
limousine struck the superb roads 
of the parkways and put on speed 
the black sedan dropped back to 
avoid notice. 

The Weiner car drew up before 
a Tudor mansion in Bronxville. In 
the last few hundred yards the 
black sedan had caught up with 
it and the moment one car stopped 
the other came up. 

The Weiners’ chauffeur hadn’t 
time to step out and open the door

for them before the car was sur- 
rounded by four gunmen from the 
sedan. 


Only one of them held a revolver 
but he looked the embodiment of 
sincere menace. He was short but 
the kind of man who is all the 
more dangerous because of it.

He flung open the door of the 
Weiner car and gestured negli- 
gently with the revolver as he 
ordered, “Take them off!” his eyes 
on Mrs. Weiner’s jewels. 


Panic-stricken, Mrs. Weiner 
looked at the chauffeur, then at 
her husband for male rescue. 


The chauffeur knew hard men 
when he saw them and his hands 
were up. 

Weiner said feebly, “You can’t

“Your wallet, watch, 
case and cuff links and don’t waste 
time!” the gunman cut in.

One of the other gangsters 
caught the top of her kid glove 
and with a single motion stripped 
it from her hand. A heavily jew- 
eled ring glittered on her third 
finger. 

Expertly he twisted the ring off. 


Two of the other robbers were 
in the car by now, stripping off 
Mrs. Weiner’s necklace, bracelets 
and jeweled clips. A third was 
deftly going through her husband’s 
pockets. 

Not one of the robbers made a 
wasted, mistaken movement. It 
was as if they knew the exact spot 
where every item they wanted, pre- 
viously listed, was located. 


And they did know, for they 
got their information from the 
woman who had signaled it in 
code by her movements as she 
stood in the door of the night club 
when the Weiners came out, 


They attended to Mr. and Mrs. 
Weiner first, giving Mrs. Schieber 
just time enough to get her most 
valuable’ jewels off and into her 
pocketbook, which she dropped be- 
hind her feet where it was not 
seen. So she got off easy. 

So well informed were the rob- 
bers, so economical their every 
movement that from the time the 
short leader opened the door to 
the moment he slammed it shut

The four men got into their 
sedan in a quick but orderly man- 
ner that argued rehearsal as ex- 
acting as that of any team.

ORDS are mysterious and ex- 
W citing things, full of pitfalls, 
contradictions and bombshells. 
And when one begins to pry into 
their secrets, many surprising phe- 
nomfna £ome to light. As a dem- 
onst n, let us take at random 
a few familiar words and see 
whether they are the intimate 
companions we have supposed 
them to be. 

Ask any person what a commen- 
tator is and he will answer, “Why 
a commentator is a fellow who 
goes on the radio and comments 
about the war.” But the word is 
from the Latin commentum, which 
means “a fiction, an invention, a 
falsehood.” And the word commen- 
tary is from the Latin commen- 
tarius, meaning “a memorandum, 
a notebook.” So, in the literal sense, 
a commentator is a person who 
invents a lot of wuntruths and 
writes them down in a notebook. 


Ask any soldier what a grenade 
is. He'll say, “It’s a handful of 
sudden death for the Japs and 
Nazis.” But originally the French 
- word grenade had only this mean- 
ing: “A pomegranate.” And a gren- 
adier meant and still means “the 
pomegranate tree.” Grenades were 
so called because of their resem- 
blance to the pomegranate.

Let us ask our soldier another 
question: What is a bombardier? 
Johnny Doughboy answers, 
“He’s the trigger man of a Fly- 
ing Fortress.” In tracing the 
word to ite source, however, we 
find that a bomb, from the 
Greek bombes, means literally “a 
deep, hollow sound,” and what 
does that make a bombardier? 
Apparently, he’s the producer of 
just a lot of noise. 


PERHAPS NO WORD in com- 
mon use has had as strange an 
evolution as the word idiot. The 
original idiot (the Greek word was 
idiotes) was a private citizen—a 
man not holding public office. In 
this primary sense the word was 
often used in the seventeenth cen- 
tury, as when Jeremy Taylor 
wrote, “Humility is a duty in great 
ones, as well as in idiots,” mean- 
ing average persons. Idiot, then as 
we use the word today, should sig- 
nify the fact that one ig an imbe- 
cile for staying out of politica— 
for being merely a voter. Is that 
the explanation for some of the 
idiotic choices we voters make at 
the polls? It could be, 
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Now let us ask a labor leader 
a question. What is a picket? 
Without a moment’s hesitation 
he will answer, “A picket is one 
of our boys walking back and 
forth in front of the establish- 
ment of an enemy of organized 
labor.” But, strictly speaking, a 
picket is a pointed stake, as in a 
picket fence, or in staking out 
livestock. Picket is from the 
French verb piquer, meaning “to 
pierce,” and it has also given us 
the words piquant, pique, pick, 
pickerel, peck, and, stranger s 
picnic. 
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THE WORD CORN occurs all 
through the Bible. In Genesis 42:2, 
Jacob said to his sons, “Behold, I 
have heard that there is corn in 
Egypt.” David sang of the valleys 
that “also are covered over with 
corn.” And Solomon declared that, 
“He that withholdeth corn, the peo- 
ple shall curse him.” But corn, as 
we know it here in America, was 
unknown in the Old World until 
the fifteenth century. What we 
call “corn” rightfully is Indian 
maize, a native cereal of America. 

The literal meaning of the word 
corn is “a kernel of grain.” Jesus 
used the word in this sense when 
he spoke of a “corn of wheat” fall- 
ing to the ground. Only in America 
and Australia does the word corn 
designate Indian maize, Elsewhere 
in the world the word corn means 
any grain, as wheat, rye, barley, 
oats.

Summer Foods

NE of the best foods to eat 
0 during these hot summer 

months is cottage cheese and 
thick sour cream. If you want to 
make your own cottage cheese, it 
is simple. Let the milk sour and 
then make a bag of cheesecloth 
‘and pour the sour milk into it to 
drain. Let it hang for several hours 
until all the liquid has been drained 
off. Then place the curd in the 
refrigerator to chill. 

Of course, you can buy the 
cheese and also the sour cream in 
the stores, as the supply seems to 
be plentiful and not too expensive. 
Cottage cheese with finely chopped 
chives and thick sour cream 
poured over it is very popular. Salt 
and freshly ground black pepper 
are the only seasonings needed, al- 
though I have sweetened the sour 
cream with powdered sugar and 
found it quite good. 

Sour cream dressing for salads 
is tasty and offers a change from 
the usual oil dressings. Sour cream 
has many uses. One of our favor- 
ite muffin recipes ig made with 
sour cream. As a matter of fact 
we are partial to many hot breads 
made with sour milk or cream in 
preference to the sweet. 


SOUR CREAM MUFFINS 


One half pint thick sour cream, 


one tablespoon melted butter, one 
egg, two tablespoons sugar, one 
and one-third cups sifted flour, two 
teaspoons baking powder, one-half 
teaspoon soda, one-half teaspoon 
salt. 

Mix the cream, melted butter, 
well-beaten egg and sugar together. 
Mix and sift the flour, baking pow- 
der, soda and salt together. Add 
the dry ingredients to the first 
mixture and mix well. Turn into 
well greased muffin tins and bake 
in a moderately hot oven 25 min- 
utes. Makes eight muffins. 

CHICKEN FRICASSEE. 

Up in Connecticut we have been 
most fortunate in getting our 
share of fresh killed poultry. Hav- 


ing poultry killed to order is a 
new experience for us, but it has 
worked out admirably and has 
been the means of many a sump- 
tious meal since rationing began. 

An easy dinner to prepare and 
one that requires very little atten- 
tion is good old reliable chicken 
fricassee. Serve. Southern spoon 
bread with it for a change or small 
baking powder biscuits, which are 
quickly cooked in a hot oven. Corn- 
bread is good, too, with this type 
of dinner. 

Have a plump fowl disjointed 
into pieces. Singe, remove any 
feathers and wash in cold water. 
Put the chicken in a stew pan, add 
one clove of garlic, several sprigs 
of parsley, one small onion, a few 
celery tops and boiling water to 
cover. Simmer gently until chicken 
is tender, which usually takes 
about two and one-half hours, Sea- 
gon with salt when chicken is half 
cooked, Lift the pieces of chicken 
onto a hot platter while making 
the gravy. Strain chicken stock 
(there should be about three cups) 
and skim off fat. 

In another saucepan melt three 
tablespoons of butter, blend in four 
tablespoons of flour and gradually 
pour in the hot chicken stock, 
stirring until perfectly smooth and 
boiling point is reached. At this 
point we always add two or three 
beaten egg yolks to obtain a yel- 
low fricassee. Do not allow the 
gravy to boil after you have added 
the egg yolks. Pour hot gravy over 
the chicken and serve with plain 
boiled rice and green peas. 


BAKE BEANS, NEW ENGLAND 
STYLE, , 


Now that many of us have gone 
back to cooking our own beans, 
here is a recipe that you might 
like to have. No household should 
be without a good baked bean 
recipe. A real treat when served 
with Boston brown bread. 

Cover two cups of pea beans 


with four cups of cold water and 
place in a cool place to soak over- 
night. In the morning, if the 
beans have not absorbed all the 
water, drain it off and save it, al- 
though this proportion is just 
about right for complete absorp- 
tion. Start the beans to cook with 
fresh cold water to cover, about 
three and one-half cups, and cook 
over low heat in a tightly covered 
saucepan, Beans must not boil, so 
remember to keep the heat low 
and the saucepan tightly covered 
while they are simmering. By do- 
ing this our process becomes one 
of steaming and‘ the beans will 
swell and gradually absorb some 
of the water. One hour of simmer- 
ing, from the time the simmering 
point is reached, is ample time to 
prepare the beans for the bean pot 
and oven cooking. 

Carefully drain the beans, sav- 
ing the water, Place a slice of salt 
pork on the bottom of the earthen 
pot and pour in the beans. Now 
bury a piece of scored pork, weigh- 
ing about one-half pound in the 
center of the beans and prepare 
the seasoning as follows: One-half 
cup of Puerto Rico molasses mixed 
with one-half cup of bean water 
or plain boiling water, one-half tea- 
spoon of mustard, one-quarter tea- 
spoon of paprika and one scant 
teaspoon of finely chopped onion. 
Mix thoroughly and pour over the 
beans, lifting the beans carefully 
with a spoon so the seasoning will 
go to the bottom of the bean pot. 
Cover the bean pot and place in a 
slow oven to bake for six hours. 

Once an hour add a littlé water, 
lifting the beans gently so the 
water will seep through. The 
water should be about even with 
the beans. If too much water the 
beans will be stewed, if too little 
they will be dry, Uncover the bean 
pot the last hour of cooking so the 
pork becomes crisp and browned. 
Serve with thinly sliced Boston 
brown bread,

ARMENIANS make many in- 
teresting dishes from egg-plant but 
here is one of the best: For eight 
servings, select three large and 
perfect eggplants. Peel and then 
slice lengthwise into half inch 
slices. Fry quickly in hot olive oil 
until each slice is lightly browned 
—but do not let them get soft or 
mushy. 

Have ready, at this time, the 
stuffing material and spread each 
slice generously with stuffing, then 
build the slices back into their 
original egg plant shapes, pinning 
together with bits of woodg such 
as are used to hold lolly-pops. Now 
place in a baking dish, pour over 
each eggplant some of the oil in 
which they were fried and bake in 
@ moderate oven about half an 
hour, or until tender. : 

Here is the way to make th 
stuffing: Mash a nubbin of garlic 
and chop fine three-quarters of a 
cup of onion. Mix this with half 
a pound of raw hamburger, two 
cups of soft bread crumbs, one 
teaspoon of cinnamon, three table- 
spoons of chopped parsley, salt and 
pepper and last of all moisten with 
three well-beaten eggs. Mix all 
this thoroughly before spreading it 
on the slices of eggplant. 

Fruit compote may include any 
cooked fruits which one fancies, 
but “musts” include some pears, 
cherries, apricots and, for each 
serving, a good stewed plum. All of 
these may come from cans. But 
see to it that they are well chilled 
before serving.

ETTING the Victory garden 
soil bake in dry, torrid weather, 
is an excuse that justifies any 
garden’s surrender. Mulching will 
keep the soil cool and preserve its 
moisture content. Use lawn cut- 
tings. You may spread the grass 
clippings one-half to three-fourths 
of an inch thick over just as much 
of the bare spaces as you can, Next 
time you cut the grass, you may 
add another layer of clippings. 


“Dry dust” is anothe good in- 
sulating mulch and some of the 
old-timers insist it is a “must.” But 
there’s no rest for the man-with- 
the-hoe who practices dust-mulch 
tactics. Keeping a layer of fine, 
loose dust in ou; clayish gardens is 
a challenge to any hero’s patriot- 
ism. It does act as a sort of blot- 
ter against drying winds and sun 
glare but it also tends to “leach” 
away the important nutrients in 
the surface. 

Take your pick of mulching tac- 
tics. For me, grass clippings, leaf 
compost, peat moss, or any sort of 
humus, take top honors. And hon- 
estly, that’s not because I am lazy. 


Fertilizing the soil in springtime 
is on every gardener’s list but when 
summer comes he often forgets 
about feeding the plants. If you 
were a chemist or bio-chemist, I'd 
suggest that you get out the test 
tubes and microscope and prove to 
yourself the well-rounded diet that 
plants need. 


When you ate the lettuce, peas, 
radishes, etc, and when you eat 
the string beans, corn, beets, to- 
matoes, etc.; you are getting bet- 
ter nourishment from those good 
tasting vegetables because they 
were well-nourished in your gar- 
den. But remember that close 
planting and succession plantings 
make big demands on the soil’s 
food supply. Don’t cheat on the ra- 
tions for your later plantings. 
“We are what we eat” is just 
as true of the plant family as it 
is of us humans. Keep up produc- 
tion quotas of nourishing, tasty 
vegetables by keeping on with your 
soil ‘fertilizing program. Here's 
how for our most important crops. 
Keep the tomatoes yielding well 
right up to frost time by giving 
each plant about two tablespoons 
of Victory Garden Fertilizer to a 
quart of water, once a month or 
every three weeks, from now on. 
Dig a small, shallow trench a few 
inches out from the plant stem, 
pour in the tonic and cover over 
the trench again. 

Pole beans can be such impres- 
sive “yielders” in good soil con- 
ditions, yield longer and more, that 
it is worth while to give them a 
tonic in proportions of a cup of the 
fertilizer to one gallon of water for 
approximately a 30-foot row. Once 
a month is usually sufficient but 
if the plants aren’t continuing to 
grqw and bloom luxuriantly, feed 
them a little more often. 
Cucumbers and all the squash 
family are heavy feeders and 
thankful for all extra rations. They 
want to stay in continuous produc- 
tion and will, if you water them 
and feed them at least once a 
week. 

Keep the leafy crops growing fast 
or they'll turn bitter, leathery or 
tough. The battle for fast-growing 


is won, if you side-dress the rows 
at least once a week with the Vic- 
tory Garden Fertilizer in a liquid 
tonic form. 


Picking hints are in order now, 
especially for tomatoes, cucumbers 
and their family, and corn. Jerk 
that ripe tomato from the cluster 
and you will probably tear the 
stem and harm nearby fruits, Wait 
until the tomatu is vine-ripe for 
picking. Then it is tops in vita- 
mins and tastiness. Then, too, it 
will be much easier to gently sepa- 
rate the fruit from the stem. If 
the tomato doesn’t come off eas- 
ily, it is easy enough to carry a 
knife and snip the stem. 


Cucumbers should be picked 
when they are a cool dark gréen, 
the stem still green and the fruit 
well shaped and not over round. 
Never let cucumbers turn yellow 
and ripen on the vines. The seeds 
inside will have hardened and the 
flesh around them will be mushy. 
There are a few varieties of cu- 
cumbers, specially developed for 
some types of pickles, that turn 
yellow early in iife. Of course, 
time your picking according to the 
variety you are growing. But nev- 
er, and it is so important that 
I'll repeat it, never let a single 
cucumber fully mature on the 
vine. Once the vine has devel- 
oped a fruit with matured seeds, 
it will tend to die off because it 
has accomplished its aim, to prop- 
agate for another season. 


Squashes, which are doing ex- 
cellently this year, taste much bet- 
ter before they are oversized. 
Don’t try to win ribbons for big- 
ness. Bring the squash into the 
kitchen when they are tender and 
young for better flavor and quick- 
er cooking. 

Corn is ready for the table when 
the silks turn a “sunburned tan.” 
Then each kernel is full of milky 
sweetness. If your corn is matur- 
ing so fast that the family’s ap- 
petite can’t keep up with the sup- 
ply, swap crops with a neighbor,

“T think the show would be a great success in Berlin,” says Lieut. 
Mare Daniels of New York, one of the show's military attaches. “The 


Germans need a few good laughs.” 


The time departure remains a 
secret: Irving Berlin, who origin- 
ated and produced “This Is the 
Army,” says he doesn’t know, and 
the military authorities aren’t 
talking. 

But indications are that it won’t 
be long now. The entire cast has 
been removed to the ordnance 
training center at Camp Santa 
Anita where the ponies used to 
run, and is in the midst of re- 
hearsals. And the boys, knowing 
that many of them must be left at 
home, are trouping as they never 
trouped before to land a place in 
one of the two units. 

There were some 350 men in the 
original cast, but the two units 
which go abroad will number only 
110 each, so naturally the competi- 
tion is keen, as the boys work out 
in the frame theater which has 
been erected over a section of 
Santa Anita’s grandstand, 

Berlin has a job on his hands, 


too. He is shortening the show} 


(the original version ran two and 
a half hours but the new ones will 
occupy about an hour and a quar- 
ter. 

Berlin also is providing a num- 
ber of new tunes, 

“Some of the ones we started 
with are pretty dated now,” he 
pointed out. (The show has been 
in existence more than a year, 
opening at the Broadway Theater 
in New York July 4, 1942.)

BERLIN IS “TERRIBLY EX- 
CITED” over taking the show 
overseas, He doesn’t know whether 
he will go with the North Africa 
or the London unit. Associates 
said it is quite possible he will 
divide his time between the two. 

“Essentially the show will be 
the same as we staged here,” he 
says. “We’re not going to make it 
more risque just because it will be 
played exclusively for soldier audi- 
ences. After all, it has been pretty 
successful so far, and I see no 
reason for monkeying with it any 
more than we have to to fit new 
conditions,” 

The problem of scenery also is 
one that will take a lot of solving. 
The original show had many ex- 
press cars.of trappings, and these 
naturally must be cut to the 
minimum for the trip abroad. 

This scenery, stored while the 
soldier-actors have been making a 
film version of “This Is the Army,” 
now is being cut down and re- 
modeled. 

Members of the cast, as is well 
known, are al} former profession- 
als. When Bwrilin conceived the 
show, they Wore recruited from 
various Army posts all over the 


country and put to work. To date, 
the show has netted nearly $2, 
000,000 for Army Emergency Re- 
lief and the proceeds of the film 
version—to have its premiere July 
28 in New York—also will be used 
for this purpose. 


When Berlin takes the shows 
abroad, he already will know what 
soldier audiences think of it. He 
is staging it nightly at Camp Santa 
Anita for the troops there, notes 
the reaction of the soldiers to 
every change made and guides 
himself accordingly. 


Soldier audiences have a way of 
making their sreferences clearly 
known.

French Africa, wanted Patton to begin preparing for his present task as 
commander of the United States troops in the Sicilian campaign. Gen- 
eral Patton’s known qualities as a military leader—his aggressive 
spirit, his expertness in handling armor, his great personal courage and 
hardihood—made him a natural selection for the tough invasion job. 
One of the early stories of the Sicilian fighting told how the General, 
when his troops: met stiff resistance on landing at Gela, plunged 
through the surf and took over personal command until the Americans 
held the town securely. General Patton is 57 years old, a native of 


California, a graduate of West Point, where he was a star sprinter and 
hurdler. He became a tank officer in World War I, in which he rose 
from lieutenant to colonel. A picturesque figure, known affectionately 
to his men, whose field hardships he shares, as "Old Blood and Guts,” 
he has a mule-skinner’s vocabulary, likes to ride into battle in one of 
his leading tanks, armed with two pearl-handled revolvers—and also 
likes to sing hymns and write poetry. He holds many decorations—the 
Distinguished Service Cross, the Distinguished Service Medal, the Silver 
Star, the Purple Heart and the Congressional Medal for life saving.

HILE millions of American sdidiers fight the globe over to achieve 


the military victory, and statesmen and agencies in hence or poy 

are deliberating the conditions and shape of the peace to follow, 
commercial producers, with their eyes fixed on the needs of Mr. and Mrs. 
Consumer, who are paying for that victory and will expect to live better 
under that peace, are not idle. They are ceaselessly experimenting in 
laboratories to evolve from wartime technical advances better ways to 
live. One such experimenter is H. Creston Doner, who contributes the 
“Kitchen of Tomorrow” to the blue prints for tomorrow. The kitchen, says 
Doner, constitutes a “veritable housewife’s empire full of functional 
magic.” With an array of built-in conveniences and utilitarian innova- 
tions, the housewife, it is —— will be able to do three-quarters of her 
work in it sitting down. She'll hardly ever have to stoop or bend, Doner 
says. She'll have no pots or pans to wash, will cook in the same dishes 
used for serving, and will be able to go out in the afternoon while auto- 
matic timers stand guard over the dinner it cooks.. She won't bump her 
head, because cabinets will have sliding doors of glass. She'll even have 
a special cabinet that dries dish towels with the heat generated by the 
motor that refrigerates her food. What's more, the kitchen is one that 
converts, because of design and a harmony of natural wood finish with 
the other furniture in the house, into extra living space—study or game 
room, buffet or sitting room—when not in use as a kitchen. Thus the 
kitchen is a “round-the-clock” room which adds immeasurably to the fixed 
— spaces. The utilitarian functions and esthetic harmonies of this 

tchen are illustrated in the pictures on this page.
